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We Need a Better Calendar

with intense interest. 


You may or may not agree with the 


arguments of the writer but you cannot help but receive food 

for some very careful thought, no matter how loath you may 

be to change your mind on an issue so far-reaching as this will 
undoubtedly prove to be.

=vq'l HAS been said that history 

ej teaches us nothing. This 
is simply another way of 
saying that people in the 
mass are so slow to learn that progress 
seems at times to be impossible. 
After people become accustomed to 
doing or thinking in a certain way, 
they do not like to change, and it 
takes a decided jolt to jar them from 
the ruts. 

But an unusual number of these 
effective jolts have been coming 
along in recent years. One of the 
latest jolts to the ultra conservative 
is the proposal that we do away with 
our present antiquated method of 
reckoning time, and that we adopt a 
new and convenient time calendar. 
The proposed new form is so simple 
and effective that it is a great 
wonder it was not adopted ages 











year, and at the end of the calendar 
year came a holiday week of exactly 
five days, which completed the solar 
year. 

Speaking of ancient methods of 
measuring time reminds us_ that 
historians seem to have solved the 
| problem of the wonderful age of the 
| Bible patriarchs by discovering that 
| in Methuselah’s day the longest 
| measure of time was the moon year; 
the time from one new moon to 
another. Hence Methuselah’s great 
age was 969 moon years, which 
would equal about 79 of our solar 
years. 

But, getting back to our subject, 
it would seem that we absolutely 
must have a more convenient method 
of measuring time than is furnished 
by our complex and out of date 
Gregorian Calendar, which is so atro- 
ciously arranged that someone has 











since. The proposed plan would do — 
away with all necessity for saying 

“Thirty days hath September’”’ when- 

ever one wishes to learn the length of the very month in 
which he is living, or of some month to come. 

We are prone to express wonder and pity that people 
of bygone ages used the ox cart, the hand sickle and the 
wooden plow for generation after generation when it 
should have been so easy to invent and use the four- 
wheel vehicle, the mowing machine and the steel plow. 
But that is no whit more strange than that we are still 
using the antiquated Gregorian calendar which is as 
much out of date as were those other cumbersome affairs 
when the new devices were adopted. 

The Maya Indians of Central America had a far better 
system of measuring time 1500 years ago than we are 
using now. They had a calendar with eighteen months 
to the year, each month having four complete weeks of 
five days each. This made a calendar of 360 days to the 


JOSEPH U. 


BARNES characterized it as a “ferocious mess.” 
HE rapidly growing belief that a better calendar 
must be adopted resulted in the organization, in 

the year 1918, at Minneapolis, Minnesota, of a group of 

business and professional men for the sole purpose of 
investigating plans for an improvement of the calendar, 
of selecting the best plan, and of educating public senti- 
ment to the end that the best plan might eventually be 
adopted. These men adopted as the best of several 
plans a form which has since come to be known as the 

Liberty Calendar, and upon the selection of that plan 

the corporation was named the Liberty Calendar Associa- 

tion of America. 


The Liberty Calendar is simple and effective to the 
last degree. And yet, in constructing it, only three 
slight changes were made in our present form. First, 





New Year Day becomes an inde- 
pendent legal holiday. It stands 
between the last day of December 
and the first day of January and is 
not included in any week or month. 
It is simply “New Year Day.” It 
is the first day of the year but the 
day next following is January first. 
Second, another independent legal 
holiday, Leap Year Day, comes 
once in four years. It stands be- 
tween the last day of June and the 
first day of July, and is not included 
in any week or month. Third, the 
remaining 364 days are di- 


George Washington’s birthday on 
February 22nd, the correct numerical 
day of the year, but he was really 
born on February 11th of the ‘‘old 
style” or Julian calendar. A table 
showing a comparison of dates be- 
tween the present form and the 
Liberty Calendar has already been 
published. 

Some superstitious people very 
naturally object to the number thir- 
teen. They do not stop to think 
that this country originally had thir- 
teen states, that there are thirteen 
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It certainly seems absurd that, 
while millions of our people work by 
the month, yet we have no such 
thing as a standard month. We have 
standardized everything except our 
measure of time—the very thing we 
use the most. 

Just to show what sort of a calen- 
dar we now have, will the reader 
kindly answer the following ques- 
tions?

It is part of the plan that 
Good Friday and Easter Sun- 
day shall be placed on fixed dates. 
This was considered when our present 
calendar was adopted and it should 
have been done. This very simple 
and effective calendar could be put 
into operation without any appre- 
ciable jar or friction whatever at the 
first of any year commencing with 
Sunday or Monday. Six months’ 
experience under this calendar would 
surely make us wonder that we ever 
put up with our present complex and 
out-of-date-form so long. 


BILL for the adoption of this 

new calendar is before the Ju- 
diciary Committee of the House at 
Washington. The bill, of course, 
provides that all contracts made 
under the present calendar shall 
mature under the new form on the 
same numerical day of the year as 
before. It also provides that, in case 
of existing contracts which provide 
for monthly payments, each monthly 
payment shall, under the new form, 
be for one-thirteenth of the total 
amount instead of one-twelfth. The 


slight objection that anniversaries 
of birthdays would be disarranged 
is easily met. These can be observed 
on the same day of the month as 
before, or they can be more correctly 
observed on the same numerical day 
year.

stripes in our flag, and that the origi- 
nal flag contained thirteen stars, also 
that General Pershing arrived in 
France on the thirteenth of the 
month and that the thirteenth amend- 
ment to our constitution freed the 
slaves. Thirteen has been a very 
lucky number in American history. 

The year can be more easily di- 
vided into quarters under the Liberty 
calendar than under the present form. 
Under this new calendar each quarter 
contains exactly thirteen weeks and 
each quarter always commences with 
Monday. Under our present form 
the quarters are of three different 
lengths and commence on different 
days of the week. Moreover, the 
new and real quarters will be far 
better for large business concerns, 
as they will not as a rule, start on 
the first of the month, and this will 
relieve congestion of work. While 
the new number of months—thirteen 
—is not easily divisible, the number 
of working days in a month—twenty- 
four—the weeks in a month—four— 
and the weeks in a year—fifty-two— 
are all easily divisible. Fully 99% 
of all settlements involving time, are 
by the hour, day, week or month, 
and not by the year. The Liberty 
calendar would prove very con- 
venient for both employers and em- 
ployees. 





what day of the week was 
the Armistice signed?

NE finds these questions hard to 

answer, and yet, everyone of them 
could easily be answered if we had 
been using the Liberty calendar. 
Again, why should we dishonestly 
treat February as one-twelfth of a 
year when it is only one-thirteenth? 
Armistice Day, November 11, and 
Thanksgiving Day, might well 
combined as ‘Peace and Thank 
giving Day” and observed on Thure 
day, November 11. 

Here is the Liberty calendar cate- 
chism :—Question: How many sec- 
onds make a minute? Answer: Sixty. 
How many minutes make an hour? 
Sixty. How many hours make a day? 
Twenty-four. How many days make 
a week? Seven. How many weeks 
make a month? ‘Nobody knows!” 

It is only fair to state that the key 
to practically all plans for calendar 
reform is the setting aside of New 
Year day as an independent holiday. 
This idea was probably originated 
by a French scientist named Flam- 
marion, who suggested it some thirty 
years ago in connection with a plan 
then much talked of which provided 
that the calendar should be divided

“Not What We Give But What We Share” 


By International President George H. Ross 


A transcript of the president’s address to 1000 Kiwanians assembled at 
Chicago to greet the International officers during the International Council. 


by a direct vote, an expres- 
sion of opinion of the house 
of delegates, decided upon a single 
objective. That activity is best 
summed up in the slogan that was 
adopted at the Toronto Convention, 
namely, “A square deal for the 
under-privileged child.” 


In view of the fact that many 
of our clubs all over the country 
were conducting, in some measure 
at least, activities along this line, 
the committee charged with the 
responsibility of pressing that report, 
did not deem it wise to lay down 
any definite line of work, that is, 
particularized, but left it to the 
individual initiative of the clubs to 
carry out the program along certain 
broad lines. It was recognized at 
the outset that every city and town 
has its own full quota of under- 
privileged kiddies. 

It is unfortunate, but neverthe- 
less true, that one could instance 
almost without end, various groups 
and divisions under the heading 
of under-privileged children, but time 
will not permit. 





ACH particular group has its 

particular claims upon us. but 
they all have one thing in common, 
that is, the right to future citizen- 
ship. These under-privileged chil- 
dren, be they wee kiddies or grown-up 
boys and girls, are all coming citi- 
zens; and the measure of their chance 
in life will be, in turn, the measure 
of their service to their community 
and country when they assume the 
full rights and privileges of citizen- 
ship. 

Every child has a certain economic 
value to the nation, and it is un- 
questionably our responsibility to 
see that such value is increased 
rather than diminished. Quite apart 
from the material or economic side 
of the question, I know of no work 
that yields such dividends, payable 


in pure satisfaction of work well 
and nobly done. 
With your indulgence, I would 


like to depart just a little from the 
usual form of speechmaking, and 
I have come to your side of the line 
to borrow my thought. I would like 
to weave a little story of practical 
charity, that is, charity in its noblest 
and most ennobling form. I 


am going to one of your greatest poets, 
namely, James Russell Lowell, and 
I would like to read a few parts 
from his great work entitled, “The 
Vision of Sir Launfal’’: 


“The drawbridge dropped with a surly clang 

And through the dark arch a charger sprang 

Bearing Sir Launfal, the maiden knight, 
In his gilded mail 

As Sir Launfal made morn through the 
darksome gate 

He was ‘ware of a leper, crouched by the 
same, 

Who begged with his hand and moaned as he 
Sate, 

And a loathing over Sir Launfal came; 

For this man, so foul and bent of stature, 

Rasped harshly against his dainty nature, 

And seemed the one blot on the summer 
morn, 

So he tossed him a piece of gold in scorn. 

The leper raised not the gold from the dust; 

‘Better to me the poor man's crust, 

Better the blessing of the poor 

Though I turn me empty from his door. 

That is no true alms which the hand can 
hold, 

He gives nothing but worthless gold 

Who gives from a sense of duty. 

But he who gives but a slender mite, 

And gives to that which is out of sight, 

That thread of the all-sustaining Beauty 

Which runs through all and doth all unite, 
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The hand cannot clasp the whole of his alms, 

The heart outstretches its eager palms 

For a god goes with it and makes it store . 

To the soul that was starving in darkness be- 
fore.’” 


ERE we see Sir Launfal leaving 

I. his own castle in what might be 
termed “grand style,” shining hel- 
met, burnished breast-plate, glitter- 
ing coat of mail and beautiful charger. 
In the very elation of his quest he 
goes forth with head erect and eyes 
heavenward. But note what hap- 
pens. A leprous beggar seeking alms 
jars his alleged fine nature and 
causes the fine flesh under his fine 
coat of mail to fairly creep. A 
leprous beggar! What a come-down 
for one in search of the Holy Grail. 
What had he, Sir Launfal, to do with 
such an evil-looking person? How 
inconsiderate of this beggarman to 
intrude himself and his foul disease 
on a fine knight, bent on such a 
lofty quest! Well, what did Sir 
Launfal do? Why, he threw the 
beggar a piece of gold and rode on. 


If Sir Launfal lived today, and 
made a donation in that fashion, we 
would call it “cheque service’. And 
let me say that there is a vast differ- 
ence between cheque service and 
personal service, as Sir Launfal, 
like many others, soon found out. 


He had yet to learn that riding 
about in fine style was not “‘serv- 
ice’, no matter how noble and praise- 
worthy was his objective. He had 
yet to understand that He whose 
spirit he so earnestly sought was in 
His lifetime the greatest exemplar 
of service the world has ever seen; 
that He had descended from on 
high in order to serve those of low 
estate, the disappointed, the sorrow- 
ing, the weary-laden and the com- 
fortless. 


Sir Launfal wandered far and as 
he wandered he learned many things. 
After years of fruitless searching 
he turned his steps homeward. Com- 
pare his appearance now with when 
he started out. In place of steel 
breast-plate and coat of mail he is 
clothed in rags, not even fit protec- 
tion against the icy blasts. His 
helmet is gone also. Note how the 
peet describes his plight: 


But the wind that night was eager and 

sharp, 

Of Sir Launfal’s gray hair it makes a harp, 

And rattles and wrings 

The icy strings, 

Singing, in dreary monotone, 

A Christmas carel of its own, 

Whose burden still, as he might guess, 

Was’ Shelterless, shelterless, shelterless! 

The v oice of the seneschal flared like a torch 

As he shouted the wanderer away from the 
borch 
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When he reaches his former home 
it is just Christmas time and all 
is merry and gay within the castle. 
That someone else sits in his place— 
that another’s children romp and 
play and that, most of all, the cross 
he wore on his shield is no longer 
his to wear—troubles him not. 


Sir Launfal is no longer the proud 
and very haughty idealist that had 
years before set out in search of the 
Holy Grail. We see him spent in 
body but not broken in spirit. He 
comes back with a new vision; he 
comes back with unsealed eyes, 
eyes washed in the fire, eyes that 
see the greater in the less, eyes that 
see the unseen in the seen. 


As he trudges along the hard, 
frozen road, against a biting wind, 
faint and hungry, with no food but 
a hard, dry crust, he is arrested 
by a strange voice. ‘For Christ’s 
sweet sake I beg an alms.” 


It is the voice of the leper. Sir 
Launfal sees him but treats him as 
something loathesome, something to 
be avoided. 


“Then the soul of the leper stood up in 
his eyes, 

And looked at Sir Launfal, and straightway 
he 

Remembered in what a haughtier guise 

He had flung an alms to leprosie, 

When he girt his young life up in gilded mail 

And set forth in search of the Holy Grail, 

The heart within him was ashes and dust, 

He parted in twain his single crust, 

He broke the ice on the streamlet's brink, 

And gave the leper to eat and drink, 

As Sir Launfal mused with a downcast face 

A light shone round about the place; 

The leper no longer crouched at his side, 

But stood before him glorified. 

Shining and tall and fair and straight, 

As the pillar that stood by the Beautiful 
Gate— 

Himself the gate whereby men can 

Enter the temple of God in man. 

‘In many climes, without avail 

Thou hast spent thy life for the Holy Grail, 

Behold, it is here—this cup which thou 

Didst fill at the streamlet for me but now; 

This crust is my body broken for thee, 

This water His blood that died on the tree, 

The Holy Supper is kept indeed, 

In whatso we share with another's need. 

Not what we give, but what we share,— 

For the gift without the giver is bare. 

Who gives himself with his alms feeds three, 

Himself, his hungering neighbor, and Me.’”’ 


HEREIN lies the application 

to our great organization? K1- 
WANIs teachings are wonderfully fine 
and ennobling, but unfortunately 
many Krwanians fail to practice 
them. There are too many Krwan- 
IANS with their heads in the clouds, 
because they persist in idealizing our 
creed, rather than attempting to 
make practical application of it. 
There are too many KrwanrANns who 








think that Krwanis service is some- 
thing to be put on and taken off, just 


like a garment. They are wrong. 
Service, to be of any value at all, 
must be constant, that is, every day 
of the week, and every week of every 
month. 

Let me enumerate briefly some of 
the avenues of service to those whom 
we term ‘“under-privileged”’; and in 
going through the list let us -ever 
remember that for the weary and 
heavy-laden, the sad of heart, there 
is no other medicine than hope. 

We will begin with the wee kiddies, 
the tiny tots. Here we find poor 
children whose little bodies are im- 
poverished for lack of proper food, 
and who must have constant care 
and oversight if they are to be won 
back to health and strength. Then 
there are the orphans. Can you 
realize what that means? Can you 
imagine—or even faintly guess at— 
the aching void in those young lives, 
the awful gripping at those tender 
little hearts? Think what has been 
denied them—what has been taken 
out of their lives? All that we can 
do is to put a little artificial sunshine 
into their lives; and God forbid that 
for the lack of a little service on our 
part, more tears should be shed, to 
run the color from young lives already 
drab from sorrow. 

Time will not permit me to refer 
in detail to the various deserving 
groups of children in every com- 
munity. Suffice it to say that there 
are children whose pitiable plight is 
even worse than that of the orphans 
and who, from the very nature of 
their surroundings will hardly be 
likely—unaided—to develop into 
good citizens. 





HEN there are the young boys 

and the young girls, also the 
young men and women, to be con- 
sidered. An organization as powerful 
as ours could do a lot towards secur- 
ing cleaner and healthier amusement 
for these young folks and could also 
aid them in many other ways, espe- 
cially in equipping themselves for 
life. 

Then what about the old folks? 
Can you conceive anything worse 
than-—having passed the allotted 
span of life—spending the remaining 
years in poverty and misery; the very 
years that should be spent in such 
surroundings as would put the mel- 
lowed hearts in tune with the Infinite 
and breathe a silent benediction on 
souls about to slip the leash, souls 
to whom the great veil is daily grow- 
ing thinner, souls tired and weary, 
who seek rest. 

To sum up, by Krwanis service I 
mean just this—that we KiwanrIAns

So many men gathered from all parts 
of this country and the Dominion 
of Canada for purely altruistic pur- 
poses certainly augurs well for this 
wonderful Ktwanis movement. Dur- 
ing a period, too, when many of our 
people have exchanged frugality for 
luxury, simplicity for complexity, 
ease for exhaustion; when many, 
maybe most, scorn the manner of 
plain living and high thinking, it 
became a real pleasure to participate 
in a conference where we fed the 
heart more than the stomach, where 
we clothed the soul more than the 
body, where we entertained the mind 
more than the senses. Although 
KrIwaNis is a luncheon club it feeds 
the heart and mind more than the 
stomach. It provides a weekly repast 
which secretes the essence of character 
and builds up the blood and bone and 
tissue of noble manhood and accept- 
able citizenship. It is the gateway 
for all that is good. It has planted 
many a refreshing oasis in the parched 
deserts of life. It deepens thought 
and widens sympathy. It arouses 
and energizes latent talents. It fos- 
ters fairness, helps to make life 
liveable, home ties sacred, commerce 
and industry secure and equitable. 
January has marked another 
change in the cycling years, not only 
the calendar years, but our Kiwanis 
years. We have witnessed the burial 
of another twelvemonth. Instead of 
1922 we now write 1923. Another 
year farther from what? Another 
year nearer to what? Another year 
richer in what? Another year 
wiser in what? May we say another 
year farther from error, nearer to 
right, richer in numbers, wiser in 
knowledge? I think so. But let 
us remember that while there is 
much for which to be grateful there 
is still more for which to hope. K1-

hopes into things achieved. With 
hope energized into effort what po- 
tentialities may we not turn into 
realities, what dreams into facts! 
Ours is the privilege, ours must be 
the duty. 

Congregated, as we were, to pro- 
mote and prosper the principles and 
purposes of KIwANIs we can not 
escape the conviction that this-assem- 
blage has a far greater significance 
than merely that of self-congratula- 
tion for things accomplished.  Al- 
though it be well to review the past, 
still greater is the obligation to face 
the future. We reap the harvests 
of our past labors. Ours is the duty 
to plan and provide for the days to 
come. Let us so labor that all that 
has hitherto been achieved shall be 
but a prologue to all that shall yet 
be done. 


HE Kiwanis Cuivus International 

consists of more than 900 clubs, 
with a membership of nearly 75,000, 
scattered throughout this country 
and the Dominionof Canada. You will 
all admit that it would be absolutely 
impossible for International to deal 


The idea is to acquaint you more fully with certain phases 
been more or less vague 
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directly with the nearly 75,000 mem- 
bers. You will also admit that it 
would be decidedly impractical for 
International to deal directly with 
the more than 900 clubs. How, 
then, shall it reach these units in the 
most efficient and practical manner? 
Scattered over so vast a territory it 
has become necessary to secure some 
continuing focal point of contact 
between these units and the Inter- 
national Board of Trustees. That 
point of contact is the District Gov- 
ernor. Just as the Governors must 
depend upon their club officials for 
information as to club conditions so 
must International largely look to 
the district governors for knowledge 
as to district affairs. The district 
governors are, therefore, congregated 
each year with the thought and pur- 
pose of providing a clearing house 
between the two. The district gov- 
ernors, with their intimate knowledge 
of club and district conditions, are 
best equipped, informationally, to 
submit suggestions which will permit 
the International officers to visualize, 
analyze and crystallize these sugges- 
tions into such activities as will best 
serve the common interests of all. 

The interests of the organization 
as a whole are not apart from the 
interests of the individual members. 
Organization force and vigor develop 
from the one to the many, from the 
lesser to the greater, from the in- 
dividual members to the clubs, from 
the clubs to the districts, from the 
districts to International. The or- 
ganization is eomposed, primarily, of 
individual members. The smallest 
unit of the organization is the club 
and it is here we must find our foun- 
dation for organization strength. One 
of our duties, then, as district gov- 
ernors, is to see that each club is a 
strong club in all that the word 
strength implies. If we make sure 
of the units, we need entertain no 
fear of the many. 

I quote a legend told of a master’s 
apprentice constructing in the secrecy 
of his garret room, during his leisure 
hours, a most beautiful, illuminated 
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window from the bits of glass cast 
aside by the hands of the skilled 
artisans. Never had a window of 
such exquisite workmanship been 
composed of so many bits of glass 
but never had bits of glass been so 
discriminately selected in point of 
perfection and so skillfully placed in 
point of color. In the perfection and 
proper placing of each of the thou- 
sands of little parts lay the mag- 
nificence of the whole. You here 
have the picture and the promise of 
a perfect organization. When all 
of its units, the smallest as well as 
the greatest, the weakest as well as 
the strongest, shall have become 
perfect and placed in its proper 
place, Kiwanis will be like the illum- 
inated window, or a perfect statue. 
Only by perfecting each individual 
unit may we secure and maintain that 
desired and desirable loyalty and 
cooperation with those in constituted 
authority. This is the sum and 
substance of the law of organization 
strength and stability. The remedy 
for our weaknesses and the stimulus 
for our progress rest in a policy not 
based upon the shifting quicksands 
of a hasty judgment seeking popular 
applause, but rather upon a policy 
which will secure the approval of 
reason. Surely an organization that 
was worth $17,000.00 is worth preser- 
vation by effort and transmission 
with honor to those who will succeed 
in membership and office. 
that the

roots of a tree absorb the chemi- 
cals from the soil, transmit them 
through the trunk to the leaves which 
transmit them into life-giving qual- 
ities 


and then, in turn, transmit 
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them back to the trunk and roots. 
May we not liken International to 
the roots, the Districts to the trunk 
and the Clubs to the leaves? Inter- 
national creates the stimuius for the 
clubs to transmit their life-giving 
qualities back to the districts and 
International, thus creating a vital, 
vigorous whole. 

We, as governors, represent the 
clubs and districts, which I have 
compared to the leaves and trunk 
of a tree. Our stability is assured 
by International which I have com- 
pared to the roots of a tree. Just as 
the roots provide nourishment for 
the limbs and leaves so does Interna- 
tional provide the sustaining ele- 
ments for the clubs and districts. 
Should you cut the roots of a tree 
you would destroy the tree. Should 
you weaken International in any 
respect you would weaken the clubs 
and districts. Just as the root is an 
essential part of the tree so is Inter- 
national an essential part of this 
organization. I would, therefore, 
charge the governors with the duty 
of realizing their responsibilities to- 
ward this great International orga- 
ization and urge them to meet those 
responsibilities with wisdom and good 
judgment. 

It is notable that the program 
for the governors was divided 
into two main divisions, International 
and District organizations. Under 
the first heading the speakers 
brought to youacomprehensive knowl- 
edge of the mechanism by which 
International operates and disclosed 
the perfection which has been attained 
for handling the various subjects 
with which it is charged. Under the 
other heading the governors’ group 
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discussed the problems with which 
they are confronted and attempted to 
discover remedies for their weaknesses 
and solutions for their difficulties. 
So far as the governors’ group is 
concerned, therefore, this program 
was of a dual character: educational 
and constructional. We must first 
know our own problems and then 
codify them for transmission to the 
International Board of Trustees. 
Thus, and thus only, will the various 
units of this great and wonderful 
organization properly function. 
Knowledge will bring faith. Faith 
will beget loyalty. Loyalty will 
engender strength. The result will 
be an organization superior to all 
others of a similar character. Just 
as that good old fisherman, Isaak 
Walton, quotes in his ‘‘Anglers” a 
remark by a friend of his that “doubt- 
less God might have made a better 
berry than the strawberry but doubt- 
less He never did,” even so am | 
tempted to say that “doubtless man 
might have made a better organiza- 
tion than Krwanis but doubtless 
he never did.” If a better organiza- 
tion exists I have not discovered it. 
The strength of Kiwanis rests on 
its firm foundation of ideals. Upon 
a firm foundation of ethics, it has 
constructed a beautiful superstruc- 
ture of fraternal friendship, business 
integrity, community betterment and 
national patriotism. What a depth 
of observation, what a volume of 
truth is expressed in our motto, 
“We Build.” Just as our govern- 
ment represents the. sum total of 
human experience in politics so does 
KIwaNIs represent the present result 
of man’s yearnings after the ideal of 
civic, social and industrial ethics.

The Detroit men who instituted 
KIwaNis were the sturdy pioneers. 
They blazed the trails and fought 


and vanquished those mighty enemy 
chieftains, General Selfishness and 
General Indifference. 

The Brattleboro, Vermont men, 
less than eight years later, are the 
permanent settlers. They have 
learned of the achievements of the 
pioneers and they find that the goals

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The Ski-Jump at Brattleboro, 
The immediate Past Governor, 
Thomas E. Babb, Jr., of Worcester, 
who is now an International Trustee. 
The Lieutenant-Governor who has 
Brattleboro as a part of his territory 
is Walter J. Campbell of the Spring- 
field Y. M. C. A. College. 

It is easy to chronicle the fact that 
Brattleboro is in the Kiwanis fold 
but it is much more difficult to give 
an adequate impression of the un- 
ceasing labors of the Holyoke, Mass., 
club in sponsoring Brattleboro. A\l- 
though Holyoke and Brattleboro are 
both in the Connecticut River Valley, 
they are 60 miles apart. Holyoke 
KIWANIANSs began making their initial 
calls on Brattleboro’s prospective

be confessed that Brattleboro was 
not an easy club to get under way. 
This sponsorship of Brattleboro could 
not be done in a perfunctory way. 
Brattleboro is a New England town 
and it was necessary over a period of 
months—then intensive weeks—to 
prove to the Brattleboro men that 
KIwaNIs was the vehicle for service 
their city needed. . . One by one the 
initial small group, which was to 
subsequently bear the burden of 
organizing the Brattleboro Club, was 
carefully and painstakingly selected. 
Point by point the advantages of 
KIWANIS to a community | were 
brought out by the Holyoke’ men. 
Each week saw more ground gained. 


HEN one day last fall, 30 mem- 

bers of the Holyoke Club and 
25 members of the Greenfield, Mass.., 
club, aided and abetted by Brattle- 
boro men who had been interested, 
put on a real Kiwanis meeting in 
Brattleboro and invited in 35 Brat- 
tleboro men. The meeting was 
typical. No special frills were pro- 
vided for the purpose of influencing 
the Brattleboro men. They were 
influenced by what they saw and 
heard. After that meeting formation 
of a Kiwanis Club in the Vermont 
town was assured. 

Working through a _ temporary 
board of directors Kiwanis began to 
make itself felt in Brattleboro. One 
by one desirable men in Brattleboro 
were convinced of the desirability of 
KIWANIS — were made acquainted 
with its achievements. Then winter. 
Then snow. Then below zero temper- 
atures. And the formation of the 
Brattleboro Kiwanis club

continued. Members and 
prospective members 
ploughed their way to the 
weekly meetings through 
deep snow that had crip- 
pled the street car system. 
Week after week Holyoke, 
the sponsoring club, sent 
one or more representa- 
tives to the meetings being 
held in Brattleboro. On 
the part of the Holyoke 
méen the Brattleboro trip 
ceased to be a pleasant 
120-mile round trip in com- 
fortable autos. It meant 
entire days taken away 
from business activity by 
train trips, the highways 
being made impassable by 
snow. 


This is how Kiwanians at Brattleboro, Vermont, pass 
With the building of the Brattle- 
boro, Vermont, Kiwanis Club, every state in the United 
States is now occupied by Kiwanis. 
last to enter the fold and they have been long outside, 
but if the splendid unit at Brattleboro is any indication 
of future representation, the state of Vermont is going 
to play a very vital part in International Kiwanis before 
many years.

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HAVE just read a story by Katherine Holland 

Brown. Its beginning tells of a motherly, old, colored 

woman holding to her ample bosom an orphan five- 
year-old baby child. They are sitting outdoors in the 
evening. Down over the wide, deserted corn-fields 
twilight still lingers. But under the honeysuckle arbor 
where they sit, it is already night; a still, hot, fragrant, 
August night, dim, mysterious, just scarey enough to be 
pure enchantment. 

“Listen, sweetness. Jes’ look over yander in the cawn- 
fiel’. See dem tall stalks move an’ quiver? Yet there’s 
nairy fiel’-hand near’em. Every man on the place has 
eat his supper and gone to bed. Hear dem big blades 
rustle? Yet ain’t ary breath of win’ to stir ’em from 
their sleep. Someone is walkin’ right out yander, baby. 
Someone whats come to see, sure, that our corn don’ 
blight, that sun don’ parch, nor rain don’ mildew. Some- 
body’s makin’ mighty sure that His chillen have corn 
for the winter and corn to spare.”’ 

The whole story (“Good Housekeeping” for January) 
is worth reading. Right at that point my telephone bell 
jangled and I heard the voice of Past International 
President Karr here in Washington. 

You know that Astoria, Oregon was practically wiped 
out by a big fire, with a total loss of twenty millions of 
dollars. Sixty-one members of the Krwanis Cuius of 
that town were burned out and lost practically every- 
thing they had. Your Krwanis Cuius probably sent 
them some help, for which they did not ask. There is a 
bill before Congress to give them prompt aid to protect 
health and for the reconstruction of sewers and water- 
works, 

President Karr was here to see if he, and I, if Krwanis 
International, could do anything to help this worthy 
cause. 

Somebody is walking in the corn in Astoria. 

It is rare indeed that we see more than the rustling 
stalks, hear the faint whisperings of the rustling blades, 
but some One is always walking in the corn. 

It gives me a feeling of gladness, a feeling of nearness 
to God, a feeling of close friendship with Him, when, in 
the casual “why certainly” sort of way in which we do 
these things, I learn of good deeds done by Kiwanis 
Clubs or individual Krwantans. 

When my clubmates repeat, as they always do at every 
meeting, the greatest of all prayers and say “Thy will be 
done on earth as it is in heaven” I know that God is 
aking us at our words and giving us the chance to do 
His walking in the corn. 

My Krwanis Cus was at institutions for the blind, 
at almshouses, at homes for the incurable at Christmas 
time, just as your club was making glad the hearts of 
the unfortunate near you. We were permitted to rustle 
the corn for God. 

We are not doing anything to brag about; we can be 
glad to the bragging point that God has taken us seriously 
and allows us to do some of His work and make His 
world a better place in which to live. 


The Kiwanis spirit of which we talk and wonder so 
much is nothing but the spirit of God after all. 

The poor derelicts in the alms house, the little crippled 
children, the fire victims, the orphans, all the people we 
help, see in us One who walks in the corn. 


Does this come as a sort of a shock? It embarrasses 
me to think of God doing business through a fellow like 
me. I know you feel a bit the same way about it. You 
and I and a lot of other fellows, who can tell Scotch from 
rye and know better than to raise a one-card draw, are 
apt to feel that God would want to do business through 
His regular appointed agents, the sky pilots. But when 
I think of Krwants and all it means, and remember that 
“God moves in mysterious ways his wonders to perform,”’ 
I cease to be embarrassed at the thought that He chooses 
you and me as His feet and lets us walk in the corn for 
Him. 

I wish it were possible to catch the rustle of all the corn 
in which Krwanis Ciuss on this continent walk in a 
year. The back of the Magazine gives their outstanding 
good works, but there are a thousand by-products of 
which the Magazine and even the local Kiwanis CLus 
never hears. 

I know of a Krwantan who was told of a boy who had 
won a scholarship in a college, but who could not go 
because he did not have the money to pay his expenses. 
The KrwaNnIANn was asked to bring the case before his 
club. But he was selfish. He didn’t tell the club about 
it. He loaned the boy the money without interest until 
such time as he can cash in on the education he is going 
to receive, when he will pay it back. 

How many million such cases are scattered all over 
the country as a result of men coming in contact with 
Krwanis, God only knows. I feel sure that He smiles 
when he thinks of how many fellows in Krwanis are 
doing His work who would shyly deny it if they were 
accused of ‘‘being religious.”’ 

Kiwanis rustles the corn. It brings a beautiful thing 
into the lives of men—friendship, the most wonderful 
human experience—friendship, aptly explained as “‘Love 
with his wings clipped so he can not fly away.” Kiwanis 
brings into the lives of men a high standard of business 
methods, making loss to the trusting impossible, but 
another form of rustling corn. It develops courtesy 
weeks, safety weeks, and movements which help to 
make the community better, reacting on the Ktwanrans 
who participate and making them better men. 

Go to your Krwants Crus next week with ears and 
eyes open. At every meeting you will hear the echos 
of Some One walking in the corn. He who watches and 
listens may have a chance to see God! 

Look when a smile changes the wrinkles of a sad old 
age, watch when the limpid eyes of some helped crippled 
child looks up into yours, see when some motherly old 
lady’s hands tremble for a kindness done, listen when 
you hear the happy croon of a mother whose baby has 
been cured. These are the shaking of the stalks, the 
whispering of the leaves when God permits KrwaNIAns 
to walk for Him in the corn.

Paul E. McCready, Assistant Secretary, who has been 
made executively responsible for the convention under 
the general supervision of the Secretary. A clerical force 
is being developed to take care of the large amount of 
detail and correspondence which is best handled at At- 
lanta rather than at the International Headquarters. 


Hotel Reservations 


Hotel reservations must be made on the regular forms 
prepared and sent out by the convention office, and they 
must be made through that office and not with the hotels 
directly. This is in accordance with the plans so success- 
fully used before. The hotels agree not to receive directly 
any reservation. 

Full information about this matter, together with Hotel 
Reservation Request blanks and other forms, has been 
sent to the club secretaries who will gather the hotel 
reservation request blanks for each club and forward the 
same at one time to the convention office at Atlanta. 

Each person attending must fill out a Hotel Reserva- 
tion Request and give the same to the secretary of his 
club with a hotel reservation fee of $5.00 which will be 
applied on his hotel bill unless forfeited under the terms 
of the Hotel Reservation Request. 

Assignments are made in the order of the receipt of 
the Hotel Reservation Request. Therefore, early action 
on the part of all clubs is most advisable. 


Clubs, Get Busy 
Every club should immediately get busy and complete 
all plans for representation at Atlanta, elect delegates 
and alternates, boost the attendance of as many as 
possible and see that the secretary sends in early all the 
hotel reservations requested for the club. 


Election of Delegates and Alternates 

Each chartered club, according to the constitution, 
is entitled to two official delegates to make up the House 
of Delegates which officially votes on all matters of busi- 
ness coming before the convention. Each club in addition 
to electing two delegates, should also elect two alternates 
who are to act in the place of the delegates if they are 
prevented from attending the convention. The choice 
of these delegates and alternates must be made by the 
clubs at least sixty days before the convention. 

A bulletin on this matter has already been sent to the 
clubs together with the necessary blanks upon which to 





certify the names of delegates and alternates. Clubs 
should take immediate action in the election of these 
representatives. As soon as the election is held the clubs 
are urged to forward the certifying blanks properly filled 
out asinstructed. These are to be sent to the Convention 
Office at_Atlanta. 


Duties of Delegates 


Delegates (or alternates acting as such) are urged to 
accept their responsibilities most earnestly. The growth 
and development of our organization require the best 
thought and leadership. The delegates at our annual 
convention will have presented to them for action problems 
and plans most fundamental to the future welfare of our 
organization. International Kiwanis is not something 
apart from the clubs—a sort of overhead organization. 
It is the sum total of the clubs themselves and these clubs 
through their delegates vote the broad policies and pro- 
grams for the next year. Delegates should go to Atlanta 
unless prevented by unusual circumstances and in such 
case should see that the alternate attends. After 
reaching Atlanta it is the duty of delegate or alternate to 
attend every business session from beginning to end in 
order to fulfill his responsibilities both to club and to 
International. 

Booklet of Information 


In order to assist delegates and visitors, a booklet of 
information is being prepared to send to all who are chosen 
as delegates and all others who send in hotel reservation 
requests. In this booklet will be gathered the many 
points of information which will answer the various 
queries which develop in planning to go to Altanta. With 
the experience of last year to assist us we hope to prepare 
even a more useful booklet than the one then used. 

Exhibit 

Last year at Toronto was the first time Internationa) 
Headquarters has ever arranged an exhibit at the annual 
convention. It was arranged by our Department of 
Publicity and Education and most successfully and 
efficiently done. The exhibit was received enthusiastically 
and proved to be of great practical assistance. At Atlanta 
a still larger and better exhibit will be worked out and all 
KIWANIANS are urged to make certain that they spend 
much time there as a means of sharing the best plans, 
methods, programs, literature, etc. 


When Information Is Wanted 


In case any information about the Atlanta Convention 
is desired, first ask your club secretary, who can probably 
answer your questions because he has been sent bulletins 
and other literature about the convention. If he can 
not meet your needs, then write to the Convention Office, 
Room E, Hotel Ansley, Atlanta.

An institution, known as the Mc- 
Kinley Industrial Home for Boys, 
has been in existence at Gardena, a 
Los Angeles suburb, for nearly a 
quarter of a century. It was founded 





by a few worthy people who felt that 
boys without parental care, through 
any cause whatever, should be cared 
for in a way that would make them 
community assets rather than public 
liabilities. 

From a small beginning it grew

and progressed, aided by private 
funds and the sale of soil products 
on the surrounding acreage, until it 
finally reached the limit of its re- 
sources. The buildings became old, 
getting past the repair stage, besides 
being found inadequate to care for 
the growing demands. And then the 
McKinley Home attracted the at- 
tention of the Los Angeles Krwan- 
1ANs. It looked like good ground in 
which to sew the seed of a square 
deal for the child whose privileges 
have been below normal. We put 
on a “Father and Son” dinner, to 
which were invited the boys of the 
institution. 

We found the boys the sort of boys 
we felt we could tie to. They were 
American lads, without criminal taint. 
The spirit of service had been in- 
stilled by their preceptors, and they 
had been taught to work. We con- 
cluded to spread the KIwaNIANn 
wings about these citizens in embryo, 
and when the boys invited us to a 
dinner which they prepared from 
products of their farm and served it 


themselves, the idea became so fixed 
that we asked the directors for the 
right to place the boys in positions 
upon their graduation at eighteen 
years of age. It is working out very 
nicely. The boys are making good 
100 per cent, and those who are em- 
ployed by Krwanrans have earned 


the love and high regard of our 
organization. 
HAT about tells the story up 


to the time when we decided to 
put on a drive for $100,000 for new 
buildings at Van Nuys, on 216 acres 
of property already acquired by the 
McKinley Home directors. Max 
Whittier, wealthy oil man, and presi- 
dent of the Home, said he would give 
a dollar for every dollar raised by 
the Kiwanis Cuius. 

With several other drives already 
in progress, the holiday season ap- 
proaching, and winter setting in, it 
looked like rather a big task. But 
we decided to go after it. Paul 
Jesberg, a local shoe man, was put

HAT can we do for the 
farmer?” has been the motto 
of agricultural states in re- 
cent years rather than ‘‘How 
can we do the farmer?” In confront- 
ing this situation we find the farmer 
recognized in every assembly of law- 
making bodies. We find his problems 
our problems. Considering the farm- 
er’s welfare is one of the big features 
of the program for KIwaNis organ- 
izations in South Dakota as well as 
sister states—where Mr. Farmer is 
more than the man behind the plow. 

Our very existence—our prosper- 
ity—depends on the success of the 
farmer; and if we are to enjoy pros- 
perity we must seek it by going to 
that foundation—the farm. 

In Krwanis “We Build’’—that’s 
our slogan—and it means a varying 
problem in every community. South 
Dakota, for instance, has 76,808 
square miles—most of it farming 
land. South Dakota has a popula- 
tion of 636,547 people—of which 
over 77,000 are farmers—or about 
one ninth of the population. South 
Dakota ranks second in the corn 
production per farm in the United 
States; it has enough automobiles to 
carry the entire population on a tour 
with five passengers to each car. 
These figures are but few of many 
interesting ones—yet they show defin- 
itely what can be done to “build.” 





J‘LEVEN Krwanits clubs are very 

‘4 much in evidence in this state— 
yet the oldest is only three years of 
age. These eleven clubs have in 
their membership one thousand pro- 
gressive builders—each and every 
one of whom is directly or indirectly 
interested in farming and farm better- 
ment. 

“What can we do for the farmer?” 
That is the live question and it is 
being solved by each club as best 
fits that particular community. 


What Kiwanis is Doing

Do they ask the farmer to give 
anything? 

No. They bring Mr. Farmer in to 
gladden his heart—to make him feel 
that the town is not so far away—to 
let him listen to programs that will 
benefit him—and to give him the 
real insight of Krwanis spirit. That’s 
one thing that happens in Krwanis 
in agricultural communities. 

Recently a club held a farmers’ 
day. They all enjoyed the treat. 
They said they were glad they came. 
They got over their spite against the 
town and the business men. They 
found out that one “organization,” 
KrwaNIs, was not against the farmer. 

A few days later a cyclone struck 
the edge of the city—and it like 
many other things “picked on the 
farmer.”’ Farm houses were des- 
troyed, barns swept away, trees torn 
out by the roots; and in several places 
DEATH placed his grim hand on 
the family. The Kiwanis club, 
that a few days before had enjoyed 
the part of host to many of these 
farmers, met. These KIwANIANs 
decided that here was ample oppor- 
tunity to put into action those words 
of cooperation. The members donned 
overalls, secured axes, saws, picks 
and other tools needed and went 
forward in squads to farm. They 
did not say they were coming. They 





just went out and went to work. In 
one day these fifty Krwanrans did 
the work of clearing debris that the 
farmer could not have accomplished 
in many months. Why? Because 
they were there in numbers—and in 
spirit. 

Another club learned that a certain 
plot of ground in its vicinity grew 
exceptionally fine cantaloupes—in fact 
they just had it all over some of the 
‘“‘well advertised brands.”’ The farmer 
however had no market — hence 
cantaloupe was a poor investment. 

This live wire organization said 
“We will put this cantaloupe over. 
You grow it from our seed and we 
will market it.’”” The farmer secured 
the seed bought and paid for by the 
club; they planted it and in time a 
splendid crop of cantaloupes was in 
evidence. 


HE Kiwanlans in the meantime 

had secured crates, wrappers and 
a trade name. They combed the 
market of the state and had orders 
for this melon. By the time of the 
harvest they had turned a losing farm 
item into a winning proposition. 
Today many farmers are finding 
profit in this little industry—just 
through the building of Krwanis. 

In another community this same 
plan was worked out with potatoes. 
The farmers were urged to plant good 
seed—to pay particular attention to 
the growing of a fine potato. The 
crop was graded, was sold under a 
special name, and brought back to 
the community a greater profit than 
through the old method of just 
growing and selling. 

Farmers are interested in or can 
be interested in better farms, better 
profits, better roads, better commun- 
ities—and they need the business- 
building ideas that are in evidence in 
every live Kiwanis organization. 

Anything that can be done to 
encourage the farmer, to show him 
how to make better farms, to increase 
his earnings, will reflect on the com- 
munity. 

Every Krwanis Cuus should have 
a member who is a real dirt farmer— 
one whose income is derived from the 
farm. He is as much a business man 
as the druggist, the banker, or the 
dry goods merchant. Build up the 
farm—and you'll build up Kiwanis. 
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Bootlegging Mind Poison

“ much space in the press to 
infor m the public that drinking moon- 
shine hootch is a mighty dangerous 
business; that said moonshine hootch 
is rank poison; that deafness, blind- 
ness, insanity and death follow in its 
wake. But men will not be guided 
by the advice of those who know, and 
insist on drinking moonshine only to 
experience deafness, blindness, in- 
sanity and death. But bad as all this 
is, there is another character of rank 
poison being freely supplied the Amer- 
ican people against the distribution 
of which there appears to be no law. 





It’s nothing more or less than 
“mind poison.’”’ Those who deal in 
this are called radicals, ‘“‘liberal- 
minded” or theorists, while some ap- 
ply such terms as syndicalist, com- 
munist, bolsheviki, socialist and I. 
W. W. But whether of the “‘liberal- 
minded” group of mind poison ped- 
dlers, or of the most pronounced 
group such as the communist, they all 
get their goods from the same moon- 
shine still, and the operator of that 
still is one Lenine. The still is lo- 
cated at Moscow, Russia. As yet the 
alienists have not found a name that 
can be properly applied to all the 
peddlers of mind poison hootch, but 
we opine when the name is coined it 
will be “‘bolshiphobia.”’ 


The fact of the matter is, there is 
in this nation a large, well-managed, 
skillfully-directed, and sufficiently-fi- 
nanced movement that has for its 
purpose the overthrow of this Gov- 
ernment and the destruction of its in- 
dustries, by a bloody revolution, if 
necessary, in order that there may be 
erected on the ruins a purely com- 
munistic form of government and of 
business, which would take from the

HIS is not fiction. It is a fact. 

It is well-known to the proper 
officials of this Government, but the 
minute they attempt to expose the 
movement through the press, for 
that is about all they can do under 
our laws, they are at once attacked 
from every side, these attacks com- 
ing from the headquarters of the 
Lenine Mind Poisoners’ International 
Union, manufacturers of and dealers 
in moonshine doctrines.

This movement is commonly re- 
ferred to, at this time, as communism. 
Former Secretary of Labor Wilson, 
it will be recalled, declared the com- 
munist party of the United States an 
illegal organization because it openly 
pledged its members to engage in 
armed insurrection to overthrow the 
government of this country. Then 
the communist party went under- 
ground and set up, on the surface, a 
large number of organizations, most 
prominent among them being the 
Workers’ party and the Trade Union 
Educational League. These, in turn, 
have formed many other organiza- 
tions, or absorbed existing organiza- 
tions, many of which come with their 
objects concealed by a cloak of re- 
spectability, but all having the same 
purpose—create a form of unrest, dis- 
trust, ill-feeling and class hatred in 
the minds of the people that will 
speedily produce a “revolutionary 
spirit.” In other words the moon- 
shine mind poison hootch will take 
effect and produce deafness to fair- 
ness, blindness to the truth, a form of 
insanity that is dangerous to the na- 
tion, and finally death to government 
of any kind. Many of these organ- 
izations have acquired sufficient re- 
spectability to get their speakers 
before schools, colleges, churches and 
in many instances even noon-day 
luncheon clubs, where their bootleg 
brand of mind poison is doled out in 
liberal doses, yet camouflaged with 
the revenue stamp of purity and age. 


This movement is not new. Under 
one form or another it has been op- 
erating in the United States for many 
years, and back of it here and in other 
nations is a well-arranged conspiracy. 
Authorities differ as to the source and 
age of this conspiracy, but all agree 
that it exists, and has existed, for 
many years. In the United States 
we have been inclined to call the 
whole movement socialism. Many 
high-minded, and loyal persons have 
given it their aid under this name, but 
when we were plunged into the 
World War, and they discovered the 
real purpose of this socialism, they 
left the movement and denounced it. 
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4 ie same movement, with the 
same forces and influences be- 
hind it, overthrew the government 
of Russia and established what is 
called the workers’ republic. If the 
idea inspiring those who changed this 
government was to better the condi- 
tions of the Russian people and es- 
tablish there a better, a real republic, 
we naturally ask, why it is these same 
leaders today are devoting their time, 
their energies and the money they 
stole from the old government and 
the people of wealth, in seeking to de- 
stroy the United States and other 
nations? Why, ask those who stop 
to reason, do they not devote their 
time, their energies and this illegally 
acquired wealth, to actually aiding the 
people of Russia, instead of denying 
them all forms of freedom and starv- 
ing them to death by the millions? 
As a matter of fact, are those back of 
the Russian government, now seek- 
ing desperately to corrupt the bal- 
ance of the world, merely concealing 
their real purpose—the overthrow 
of civilization and Christianity—be- 
hind a smoke-screer. of idealistic 
statements? 


Lenine and Trotsky no sooner 
placed their hands on the wealth of 
Russia than they started the move- 
ment to acquire, in the same easy 
manner, the wealth of the United 
States. A certain political party in 
this country became the Communist 
party, taking orders direct from 
Moscow. Its declaration of purposes 
and principles are treasonable. 
Hence, it became an illegal move- 
ment. At once there appeared in the 
offing the Workers’ party, organized, 
guided and owned by the leaders in 
the illegal Communist party. It 
appears legal under our laws because 
while proposing exactly the same 
thing as the Communist party—that 
is the overthrow of this government 
by force—instead of using the term, 
“insurrection,” it uses the term, 
“mass action,’ both carrying the 
same meaning. Then this legal or- 
ganization began annexing existing 
movements that were frothy with a 
desire to abolish the “capitalist state,”’ 
and began the formation of many 
others, each having its special work 
to perform. For instance, some to 
work among the women; some to 
work in the schools and colleges; 
some to “bore from within’’ the labor 
unions; some to branch out and glorify 
the product of the Lenine moonshine 
still to the so-called middle classes, 
and still others to peddle the same 
product to the farmers. Today its 
forces are in the South preaching the 
“revolutionary spirit’? among the 
Negroes. 
branches of government service. 


Its agents are in many 
Its 
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lecturers are found on public forums. 
Its ministers thunder forth every 
time opportunity is found, soviet doc- 
trines couched in proper ministerial 
language. Farmers are approached 
daily by agents of this movement. 
Clever propaganda agents get their 
mind poison moonshine laudatory 
notices in the daily and weekly press 
of the nation. Insidiously and per- 
sistently, through these and many 
other agencies, the leaders of this 
movement have been engineering un- 
rest, distrust, ill-feeling and class 
hatred in the minds of the American 
people.

Y CONCEALING truth or 
through deliberate and _bare- 


faced falsehoods, it has caused mil- 
lions who are naturally inclined to 
magnify their financial and_ eco- 
nomic ills, to believe the cause of these 
ills, whether real or fancied, is found 
in the unfair, unjust and hypocritical 
control of the government by the 
“capitalist class’; that the workers— 
and here they put farmers, small 
tradesmen, and many others in the 
workers’ group—are denied their 
rights under the constitution; that 
the only possible relief lies in the or- 
ganization of all such ‘workers’ in 
one great fighting, militant body and 
wrest from those who have, that 
which they have acquired. And when 
they find their recruits have become 
sufficiently deaf, blind and insane 
through drinking mind poison from 
the Lenine still, they point to Russia 
as an example of what a real workers’ 
republic can do for the common 
people. You must understand that 
to all such recruits, wonderful pic- 
tures are painted of Russia under the 
Lenine administration. 

Strangely enough so cleverly is this 
character of bootleg doctrine doled 
out to the people of the United 
States, that it is gaining great power 
and strength, and if any one doubts 
this power and strength which spells 
disaster unless checked, he has but 
to look around him today and see 
what is going on in political, economic 
and industrial circles. 








In September, 1922, a secret con- 
ference of the Communist party being 
held at Bridgman, Michigan, was 
raided by state and federal officers. 
A number of delegates were arrested 


and are now awaiting trial. Here the 
government secured a mass of in- 
criminating documents, the contents 
and purport of which will all come 
out at the trial, no doubt. These 
documents show the many ramifica- 
tions of the movement in the United 
States, ramifications which it is dif- 
ficult to make the average loyal cit- 
izen believe could exist. One of the 
documents thus secured is exceedingly 
interesting in the light of certain re- 
cent political events. It has been 
given to the press. It was formulated 
in Moscow, Russia, and sent by a spe- 
cial messenger to be delivered to the 
leaders at the Bridgman gathering, as 
their guide for all future activities in 
the United States—guide until Lenine 
felt like sending another set of di- 
rections. It is headed, “NEXT 
TASK OF THE COMMUNIST 
PARTY IN AMERICA.” It tells 
how to organize those who are not in 
sympathy with the movement, yet 
are easily persuaded. It urges, what 
it calls, the agrarian movement, and 
on this subject says: 


“Mass organizations, which are not 
only not communistic but are not 
proletarian in composition, must be 
utilized by communistic strategy for 
the benefit of the proletarian class 
struggle.” As, for instance, ‘“‘the 
existing mass movement of small 
farmers and even movements of the 
middle class farmers under some cir- 
cumstances.”’ 


HIS is but confirmatory of in- 
structions found in Lenine doc- 
uments which have been circulat- 
ed among the communist in the Unit- 
ed States for over two years, and when 
we look around and note the rising 
tide of unrest, distrust, ill-feeling and 
class hatred found in many rural 
communities, and known from close 
observation of these communities that 
all this has been cleverly inspired and 
is not founded on individual feelings, 
we can grasp, possibly, the extent 
to which the Lenine system of boot- 
legging his moonshine doctrines, is 
being employed. 
Here is another interesting quota- 
tion from this document: 


“The Communist party must re- 
member that it is not its purpose to 
reform the capitalist state! The pur- 
pose is, on the contrary to cure the 
working masses of reformistic il- 
lusions through bitter experience. 
Demands upon the state for immedi- 
ate concessions to the workers must 
be made—not to be reasonable from 











the point of view of capitalism, but 
to be reasonable from the point of 
view of the workers regardless of the 
state’s power to grant them without 
weakening itself.’ 


Get that? Induce wage-earners, 
farmers, tradesmen and others to 
make demands which, because of 
their plain unreasonableness can not 
be granted, and then when not grant- 
ed use the refusal as a further means 
of arousing added unrest, distrust, 
ill-feeling and class hatred. Clever, 
isn’t it? Yes, and if you will but stop 
a moment and note conditions, you 
will see how it is working out to the 
advantage of a greater consumption 
of Lenine bootleg by the American 
people. 

Then this document formulated in 
Moscow by Herr Lenine giving direc- 
tions for the overthrow of the govern- 
ment of the United States and the 
confiscation of property, offers twen- 
ty-two suggestions to be made by 
different groups on the state. With 
one group, for instance, labor, mak- 
ing a certain demand for legislation, 
the more than one hundred subsidiary 
organizations taking their orders di- 
rectly or indirectly from the Com- 
munist leaders to get back of the de- 
mands and make a lot of noise. That 
you may see how this works your 
attention is called to the campaign 
for the “release of political prison- 
ers.” By the way, there are no po- 
litical prisoners in the United States 
—the name is attractive to the un- 
thinking. All those who are in prison 
are Communist workers. They are 
needed at liberty where they can con- 
tinue their work. The “demand” was 
started through Communist organiza- 
tions. It was passed to others. One 
would think to read some of the pa- 
pers, this demand universal and based 
on individual desires. It has been 
cleverly manufactured. 


ERE are some of the ‘‘demands”’ 

suggested from the Moscow 

“still” to be made by labor organiza- 
tions: 

“A constitutional provision guar- 
anteeing the unlimited right to peace- 
ful picketing. 

“For the disarming of all private 
detectives in strike regions every- 
where. 


“Constitutional amendment for- 
bidding the use of military or naval 
forces in any matter connected with a 
labor dispute. 

“For the unrestricted rights of sol- 
diers and sailors to organize in un- 
ions.” 

These and a number of others along 
the same line which we find expressed 
in demands being made from many 
quarters, have for their objects, as the 
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document states, not to correct real or 
fancied wrongs, but because of their 
unreasonableness to be rejected and 
then the rejection by the government 
used to prove ‘“‘the complete subju- 
gation of the masses by the capitalist 
system.” 

There are a number of suggestions 
to be made farmers through existing 
organized bodies, supposed to have 
been formed in the interest of the 
farmers, but as a matter of fact, 
formed by the Communist leaders to 
reach the farmers with their moon- 
shine brand of mind poison. Those, 
who today are going to the farmers 
with these and similar suggestions, 
know full well they would not cure 
any economoic ill, could not be 
granted because of the harm that lies 
in them, and know full well, if made 
and denied, further fertile soil will be 
found to produce more unrest, dis- 
trust, ill-feeling and class hatred. 
Note these suggestions from Lenine: 

‘Absolute prohibition of foreclosure 
upon farm property for debt. 

“For national credit to the full 
value of his farm, to every farmer hold- 
ing less than $20,000 worth of farm 
property, the money to be advanced 
out of the national treasury at inter- 
est to cover the cost of the loan 
transaction. 

“National monopoly and operation 
at cost of all grain elevators, except- 
ing those in the hands of bona-fide 
farmers’ cooperatives, or which may 
be established by such organizations 
in the future.” 


When you see how thousands of 
honest, loyal, American farmers who 
have their troubles, of course, are 
falling for this bootleg remedy, do 
you not believe your duty, as a 
conscientious individual, is clear? 

How to handle other groups 
through similar demands is presented 
in the same document and the Com- 
munist leaders are urged “‘to make 
use of every crime, every mistake, 
every refusal of the demands of the 
‘toiling masses,’ and further: “The 
Communist must participate as revo- 
lutionists in the general election 
campaigns, municipal, state, con- 
gressional and presidential.”’ From 
what follows the inference is drawn 
that in all such cases they are ar- 
dently supporting for election men 
who have been taking the Lenine 
brand of bootleg mind poison, and 
who will use their official position 
to urge the “unreasonable” demands 
suggested from time to time by 
Lenine, and who will thunder forth 
their denunciation of all who object 
to, or oppose, these Jemands. 


ITH these few excerpts from 
Lenine’s instructions being the 
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guiding document of a gigantic con- 
spiracy in this land—and do not for 
a moment think it is not gigantic 
and being cleverly managed—turn 
your attention again to the events 
of the past few months, political and 
industrial, and do just a little think- 
ing and reasoning for yourself. Do 
not certain things which seemed 
unexplainable, now stand out clearly 
in the bright light of known facts? 

The method of the Communist is 
never to deny or dispute charges 
such as are made in this article. On 
the contrary, the method is to be- 
little the one making the charge, 
seek to besmirch his reputation or 
scoff at the utter absurdity of such 
charges. Public officials come in every 
day from some of this mud-slinging 
and we have just beheld the remark- 
able attempt to impeach a member of 
the cabinet because he did his duty in 
preventing ‘‘mass action’’ on the part 
of Communist leaders and about the 
same time an attempt to prevent 
the confirmation of a man to the 
Supreme Court bench of the United 
States because he has been active in 
his efforts to expose and combat the 
Communist movement in the United 
States. 

The situation is serious indeed 
Chief Justice Floyd E. Thompson 
of Illinois recently, in handing down 
a decision sustaining the conviction 
of anumber of Communists, said: 


“The doctrines advocated are not 
harmless—they are a menace—and 
it behooves Americans to be on their 
guard to meet and combat the move- 
ment which, if permitted to progress 
as contemplated, may undermine and 
endanger our cherished institutions.” 

Warnings of a like nature have 
been issued many times from the 
Attorney General’s office, from the 
Department of Justice, from the 
Army Intelligence department and 
other official sources, but the average 
business man, obsessed with his own 
private affairs, has paid little atten- 
tion to all these warnings; many in- 
deed, have actually fallen victim to 
the clever propaganda efforts of the 
Communists, and have actually taken 
a hand in aiding, rather than com- 
bating the movement, which, if suc- 
cessful, means the end of civilization 
and Christianity in the United States. 

Every reader of this magazine is 
a loyal, conscientious American citi- 
zen, who holds the highest duty one 
owes society is to aid and advance 
humanity regardless of so-called class 
or birth. There is not a reader of 
this article who does not regard the 
teaching of class-conscientiousness as 
un-American and damnable.

RE we to become a race 
of “hop heads,” ‘snow 
birds” and “hypo. shoot- 
ers?”’ 


Is one of the dire results of wars’ 
aftermath, combined with the pro- 
hibition of alcohol, to make us into 
a drugged people? 

The very nature of the dope trade 
makes it difficult to estimate its 
extent. Recent agitation of the 
subject has uncovered such gigantic 
trade in forbidden narcotics and such 
a universal use of these drugs, that 
dope investigating bureaus believe 
that one in every five hundred people 
on this continent uses habit forming 
drugs. 

So King Dope is beginning his 
reign; his realm, the heart and brain 
of man; his throne, the coffin lid. 
In his train follows gunmen, burg- 
lars, prostitutes, and all the riff-raff 
of the crimmal underworld.

The dope peddler seeks custom 
everywhere. By insinuating his wares 
into the hands of venturesome youths 
of both sexes, he adds addicts to the 
criminal class in greater numbers 
every day. 

The statement remains uncontra- 
dicted, that there is no city on this 
continent with a population of more 
than five thousand, where dope can 
not be had almost as easily as ice 
cream. 

KIWANIS, as a building influence 
as a factor in civie betterment, can 
no longer ignore this situation or 
sit silent while other agencies lend 
their aid in attempts to stop this 
trafie in human souls. 


T THE mid-winter conference 

in Chicago, the officers expressed 
themselves in no unmeasured terms, 
placing Krwanis squarely back of 
the anti-narcotic campaign. 


The dope problem seems to the 
average man as a very unreal and 
vague danger but the way the matter 
stands today you and I can never 
tell when one of our sons, daughters, 
or trusted employes will be induced 
to “try it for fun” only to find the 
fun becomes a desire which must 
be satisfied, even if virtue, honor, 
honesty and every other sense of 
decency and _ good-citizenship be 
thrown to the winds. An experi- 
ment made just for a lark may place 
its victim on life’s toboggan with 
hell at the foot of the slide. 


Estimates state that four million 
people in the United States and one 
million in Canada are today users 
of drugs. This is no vague theory 
but an official estimate. The United 
States uses more habit-forming drugs 
than all the rest of the world com- 
bined. 

Coeaine, heroin, and morphia are 














purchasable in almost every city 
and hamlet on the continent. Their 
users will steal, kill, lie, commit any 
crime to obtain the money to get 
them. The cocaine-sniffer is a vicious 
criminal, unafraid and glorying in 
his cruelty; the morphine fiend, a 
dreaming half-wit, ready lazily to 
do any of the vicious acts of the 
“snow bird,’ as the cocaine-user 
is called. 


The religiously fanatical Malay 
who runs amuck with his kris trying 
to kill as many as possible before 
he himself is killed, the mad-dog in 
the crowded city streets, or the 
rattlesnake in the wilds are all less 
dangerous than the cocaine-sniffer. 
They are all visible dangers which 
can be guarded against. The “‘snow- 
bird” is as insane as the Malay, as 
ruthless as the mad-dog, and as 
deadly as the rattlesnake and pos- 
sessed of a cunning missing in the 
other three. 


Authorities say that where one 
crime can be blamed upon alcohol, 
a hundred can be directly charged 
to the use of drugs and that every 
beginner in the various drug habits 
is a potential criminal. 


HERE is little use in an article 

of this character to attempt to 
go into details of the drug traffic. 
Newspapers and magazines are full 
of it. The world has awakened to 
this menace. It is time for every 
good citizen to lend his aid to the 
suppression of this vice which is 
undermining the body politic. 


It is all very well for Kiwanis 
Ciuss to pass resolutions indorsing 
the movement to stop the illicit sale 
of narcotics, but such a resolution 
will not disturb a single drug peddler 
or cure a single one of the victims 
of the dreadful habits. 


Such resolutions must be backed 
by individual efforts on the part of 
all Krwantans to help the authorities 
uncover the trail of this slimy ser- 
pent in the community. 


Not only must they assist, but 
they must rouse from their lethargy 
offieers who are asleep on the job 
of enforcing the drug regulations. 


Memorandums taken from ar- 
rested dope peddlers in large cities 
show over and over again, entries 
of money paid the police for “pro- 
tection.”’ Is the chief of police in 
your town a KrwantaAn? Ask him 
how you can help. 


A Krwanis Cius can do no better 
work than to get squarely back of 
this movement and lend a hand to 
put down this evil. 
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ET the Board of every club go 
to the proper authorities and 
proffer the services of its every mem- 
ber to obtain information which will 
lead to the arrest and conviction of 
men who traffic in human decency. 
It is often possible for private 
citizens to obtain information which 
police, state, county, province and 
government officials cannot get 
because they are known. Let Kr- 
WANIANS place themselves at the 
disposal of the authorities to help 
to track these human wolves to their 
dens, catch them and put them be- 
hind the prison bars. 

And don’t neglect the victim while 
chasing the victimizer. A drug ad- 
dict is diseased. He is sub-normal, 
super-normal, abnormal. He is not 
responsible for his acts. Like the 
insane and the delirious, he must be 
prevented from injuring others by 
his lack of responsibility, but de- 
serves no punishment for that which 
he cannot help. The cruel practice 
of reforming an addict by incarcera- 
tion, without the drug which his

decent humanitarian treatment of 
proper hospitalization, and the chance 
which medical science offers to make 
of the drug-tortured body, once more 
the temple of the mind and heart of 
a decent citizen. 

Let us scotch the snake and destroy 
the traffic; but let us give sympa- 
thetic and scientific care to those 
more sinned against than sinning, 
who have become less than human 
because of the greed of those who 
peddle drugs, and souls, for their 
private gain.

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Now,—About This Attendance Contest 


(Some Practical Suggestions from Headquarters) 


HE Annual Attendance Con- 

test, which is now well 
under way, is conducted 
as a result of the experience 
of Kiwanis CLuss and other similar 
organizations which have found that 
these contests very definitely make 
for better interest in the work of the 
club, and bring the spirit of the 
members to a point where the en- 
thusiasm and interest developed dur- 
ing the contest carry over and make 
for a better club during the entire 
year. 

The value of the contest to the 
individual club has been well demon- 
strated in past years, when it has 
had the effect, first, of stimulating 
the attendance of the individual 
members of the club, to the point 
where it becomes a habit to attend 
the weekly luncheons for a long 
enough period that they learn def- 
initely what Krwanis meetings mean 
to them personally, and continue 
their attendance after the contest 
is Over. 

Second, the quality of the mem- 
bership has been strengthened very 
definitely through the enforcement 
of the attendance rules and the 
elimination of those who were not 
sufficiently interested to attend, thus 
leaving the members who were inter- 
ested, and making it possible to fill 
in the places vacated by the ‘‘dead 
timber’’ with members who would 
take an interest and attend the 
meetings. 

Third, the membership of the club, 
in- practically every case where it 
remained in the contest to the end, 
increased, the enthusiasm of the 
contest attracting new and better 
members who desired to affiliate 
with an organization displaying the 
pep and punch that the club dis- 
played during the contest period. 

Fourth, a decidedly friendly and 
cooperative spirit was shown in 
practically every club, due to working 
together with the common purpose 
of seeing that every member was 
present at the luncheons, in order 
to uphold the position of the club 
in the contest; thus very naturally 
the members became more united 
and were bound to become better 
acquainted with each other as they 
met each week. 

Fifth, a number of unique ideas 
and plans for securing attendance 
at club meetings were brought out 
and used in the secretary’s weekly 
luncheon notices sent out previous 
to each meeting. 





HE diversity of ways for carrying 

on the contest within the club 
itself shows great ingenuity and 
originality among the club members. 
Many of the clubs adopted the sys- 
tem of carrying on a local contest 
within the club through the organ- 
ization of different teams. 

The Education and Publicity De- 
partment at International Head- 
quarters has collected a considerable 
fund of interesting data and sugges- 
tions for securing better attendance. 
Among these they point out very 
clearly that the best way to secure 
a 100% attendance is to have good 
meals, interesting programs, to open 
and close the meetings exactly on 
time, and to give every member of 
the club a definite part in the work 
of the club. 

The rule, which provides that mem- 
bers should be dropped after four 
consecutive absences without excuse, 
should be rigidly enforced. 

It is also suggested that the prac- 
tice of calling members on the phone 
previous to the luncheon hour on 
each meeting day has a wonderfully 
good effect. A very effective method 
in carrying out this plan is to divide 
the membership into groups in what 
is called ‘military organization.” 
These groups are changed each month 
or so. The following plan is applic- 
able to a club of 125 members. There 
is one general who calls three colonels, 
the three colonels in turn call three 
majors, each of the nine majors will 
call three captains, and each of the 
twenty-seven captains will call three 
privates. This arrangement can be 
adjusted to meet the requirements 
of clubs of any size. 

Also the plan of sending out cards 
to delinquents has been found ad- 
visable. These cards are 5x3% inches 
and are sent out with the luncheon 
notices. Number one is a white 
card printed as follows: ‘‘We missed 
you at the last luncheon.’”’” Number 
two is a blue card printed as follows: 
“You have missed the last two 
luncheons.’”’ Number three is a red 
card which says ‘‘You may lose your 
KrwaNis membership if you do not 
attend the next luncheon unless 
reasonable excuse is given to the 
secretary.” 

Still other forms of cards which 
have been used and are suggested 
by the Publicity and Education De- 
partment may be had for the asking. 


MONG the plans used last year 
by the winning clubs were the 


club division plan into two teams, 
one called the Jackrabbits and the 
other the Kangaroos. This was the 
plan used by the Davenport, Iowa, 
club which won the contest in the 
Gold Division, carrying the club 
percentage for ten weeks of 97.16%. 
Kokomo, Indiana, the winning club 
in the Silver Division with a per- 
centage of 98.23 for the contest 
period, used the plan of a number 
of different small teams, some ten 
or twelve in all, each team having 
a captain of its own and the teams 
sitting at team tables at the lunch- 
eons during the contest. In the Blue 
Division, Wabash, Indiana, won the 
first place with a perfect attendance 
of the club for the entire ten weeks, 
a 100% record. This was a smal) 
club and the plan followed was that 
of each member of the club looking 
out personally for some other mem- 
ber to see that he was there. 


Different plans have been used by 
the clubs in the two team scheme. 
In some cases one-half of the club 
being called the ‘“‘Blues’”’ and the 
other half the ‘‘Reds.’”’ Again the 
‘Puts and Takes,” the “Mutts and 
Jeffs’”’ and other names which seem 
to strike the fancy of the club in 
question. 

Still another plan suggested by 
the Department of Education is the 
“buddy plan” in which the club is 
divided into groups of two members 
each who are called ‘‘buddies.” It 
is the duty of each buddy to see that 
the other is present at each luncheon 
and to know the reason for absences. 
In using this plan the groups are 
changed frequently, at least once 
each month in order that the mem- 
bers may have the opportunity of 
being ‘‘buddies”’ to various men and 
becoming well acquainted with a 
larger part of the membership. 

The Battle Creek, Michigan, club 
has used an attendance chart for the 
purpose of keeping track of its at- 
tendance throughout the entire year 
as well as during the period of the 
contest. This has proven very satis- 
factory and has been the means, 
during the last three’ years, of in- 
creasing the attendance percentage 
each year. 


HE PLAN consists of dividing 
the club, with the exception of 
the officers and directors, into thir- 
teen committees averaging about 
eight members each. The general 
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This chart is explained in the accompanying article 


program committee is chosen from 
the members of the Board of Direct- 
ors and has supervision of the thirteen 
committees mentioned above. The 
first meeting of each month is in 


charge of the general program com- 
mittee and the Board of Directors. 
The other meetings are in charge 
of one of these thirteen committees 
functioning in rotation, in the 


order that they are numbered. 
The attendance chart lists the 
membership of the club according 
to committees so that each committee

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A championship match at the East Lake Country Club, Atlanta, Georgia 
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I wish it were possible to bring to each 
one of your members a full appreciation 
of the splendid spirit of understanding 
shown by our newly chartered clubs.

‘“‘After our first luncheon, the di- 
rectors met and decided to push the 
oil roads movement in Lewiston.

One of the particular points which was 
given emphasis at the mid-winter meeting 
of the International Trustees in Chicago, 
was the question of the relationship of 
Kiwanis Cuiuss to the farming com- 
munities, and it is urged that you bring 
into the active membership of your club 
two persons under the classification of 
farmers.

The manifold advantages ac- 
eruing from such gatherings are inestim- 
able, and we hope that each succeeding 
bulletin will be able to record one or more 
such events. 

Our extension work is starting out in 
a most encouraging fashion, and we have 
several excellent prospects well lined up. 
As an added stimulus to activities along 
this line, District Governor Johnston has 
selected a silver loving cup which will be 
suitably engraved as the Johnston Trophy.

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With the international convention date 
little more than two months away, plans 
for a big Ohio delegation to go to Atlanta 
are being worked out by Governor Jack- 
son and his staff. District Secretary Pete 
Land, of Akron, has been authorized to 
work out a train schedule that will provide 
entertainment and side trips on the way, 
as well as direct trips for those who have 
only a limited time. As many special 
trains as will be necessary will be on hand 
to rush the Ohio Kiwanians to the big 
event. 

The special trains for Atlanta will leave 
Cincinnati for Atlanta at midnight May 
25th. Ohio groups will meet at Cincinnati 
that day, and on the number of delegates 
at that time, will depend how many trains 
will be made up. The schedule ealls for 
stops at Mammoth Cave and at various 
cities of interest along the way. The cost 
of the trip, including side trips and sleeper, 
will be $81.21 from Cleveland and $63.65 
from Cincinnati, and proportionately from 
other Ohio cities. The trains will return 
to Cincinnati June 2. 

Special arrangements have just been 
completed by Governor Jackson, of the 
Ohio District, whereby Ohio Kiwanians 
wanting to get to the international con- 
vention and back as quickly as possible, 
ean do so for $43, round trip fare. This 
includes sleepers. 

This fare is for the round trip, with no 
side trips, and was arranged in response 
to the demand of members of the district 
who feel they cannot spare more than a 
week from their business at that time. 

Inter-city meets, with the double pur- 
pose of cementing club relations and boost- 
ing the Atlanta attendance, are being 
planned by Walter B. Beck, of Toledo, 
district inter-club relations chairman, in 
conjunction with Governor Jackson. 

A great simultaneous inter-club meet 
some time in April similar to the one 
staged two years ago by Arden Hardgrove 
of Akron, is planned by Chairman Beck. 
The success of the first meet, he believes, 
warrants another, especially as the district 
has almost doubled in size since then, and 
meets can be staged with clubs making 
shorter trips. 


It is planned to invite President Ross 
and other international officers to speak at 
the various meetings that night. It is 
proposed to link the meetings by radio 
so that every Kiwanian in the district 
can hear these men and the messages they 
will have.

Eighteen clubs of this district were 
represented at the meeting of the district 
officers and trustees which was held in 
Charleston, West Virginia. Former Dis- 
trict Governor O. W. Burdetts called 
the meeting to order, stating that the 
primary reason for calling it was to aid the 
Kiwanis State Good Roads Committee 
during its two day meeting in the city 
He reviewed the work of the district 
organization for the past year and said the 
splendid reports from the twenty clubs in 
the district showed continued growth 
and prosperity on the part of each. He 
expressed his appreciation for the coopera- 
tion received from the district officers and 
trustees during his term of office. 

Present Governor Ernest Henson was 
introduced and spoke briefly outlining 
plans he had in mind for work for the dis- 
trict during 1923.

The Road Committee meeting lasted two 
days and through a joint session with the 
State Road Commission, its engineers and 
supervisors, a vast amount of good for 
the entire state was accomplished. 

The Charleston Kiwanis CLUB were 
hosts for the district officers, trustees, 
State Road Commission and Kiwanis 
State Good Roads Committee at a banquet 
held in the Seottish Rite Cathedral. They 
were honored by the presence of all of the 
members of the West Virginia Supreme 
Court, each of whom made a short address. 
State Senator Clyde B. Johnson was the 
principal speaker of the evening, repre- 
senting Governor E. F. Morgan, who was 
ealled to Washington to attend President 
Harding’s Governors’ Conference. Sena- 
tor Johnson spoke of the need of roads 
throughout West Virginia and commended 
in glowing terms the efficient work of the 
KIwANIANS. 

Addresses were also made by former

Committee.

Kiwanis State Good Roads Committee 


Aims and Purposes 
Albert Snedeker. 


Much interest is centered around the 
functions of the West Virginia Kiwanis 
State Good Roads Committee and its 
affiliations with the West Virginia Road 
Commission. 

The need for a non-political organization 
of citizens to cooperate with the members 
of the State Good Roads Committee 
became apparent shortly after the ap- 
pointment of the Commission. The 
multiplicity of difficulties confronting 
a body trusted with the expending of 
$50,000,000 for road building, especially 
if this money belongs to the people, can 
easily be imagined by the layman. 

A private corporation spending $50,- 
000,000 has the advice and cooperation of 
its stockholders. A commission spending 
the same amount for state roads gets very 
little cooperation from any sources. There 
are political forces to be reckoned with; 
there are the various cities; and prominent 
personages who want the roads built to 
suit their individual conveniences; there 
are disgruntled contractors to satisfy; 
there is a continual flow of criticism to be 
met; and there are a thousand and one 
different conditions besetting the Commis- 
sion in its line of duty. 

It was to assist the Commission in spend- 


























«ug the people’s money to the best advant- 
age that the Kiwanis Good Roads Com- 
mittee was organized from the twenty 
different clubs in West Virginia, compris- 
ing a membership of over two thousand. 

This committee does not interfere with 
the work of the State Road Commission. 
To the contrary, it lends its influence and 
the experience of its members in ironing 
out the petty squabbles coming up daily 
before the Commission, and takes on its 
shoulders much of the responsibility in 
counteracting defamous and unjustified 
criticism, which might tend to lessen the 
efficiency of the Commission and seriously 
hamper the constructive progress of its 
endeavors. 

The Kiwanis Committee is constantly 
alive to the actions of the Commission, 
and does not hesitate to correct a fault 
and to commend a virtue. It stands firmly 
back of the Commission only when in its 
judgment the Commission is right. 

The Krwanis Committee, it goes without 
saying, is made up of high class, experienced 
business men, all imbued with a sincere 
civic and state pride. When they com- 
mand, it carries confidence; when they 
criticize, it is effective. If a misunder- 
standing arises in any part of the state 
the Kiwanis Committee is at the dis- 
posal of the State Commission and already 
has been successful in solving quite a few 
‘knotty’ problems which would have 
required a considerable outlay of time for 
the Commission to settle.

Kentucky 
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The Kiwanrans of this district are

election. 

The officers of the Tennessee-Ken- 
tucky District believe strongly in pub- 
licity. In order that the most possible 
publicity may be received this year, a 
loving cup is offered to the secretary who 
will secure the most publicity for his 
club during 1923. The secretaries, there- 
fore, have been asked to save their clip- 
pings, paste them in a convenient and pre- 
sentable scrap book and bring the book 
with them to the district convention to 
be held at Middlesboro. 

One of the objectives for this district 
for 1923 is for each Krwanis Club to offer 
a loving cup to the citizen of the town and 
community who renders during 1923 the 
most valuable civic service to that com- 
munity. 

During January the club at Barbour- 
ville, Kentucky, was presented with its 
charter by Lieutenant Governor Will 
Ward Duffield of the Harlan club. Bar- 
bourville makes the thirty-eighth club in 
the district to receive its charter. 
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Club Activities 
T OTHING is easier for a trained orator or a much 
| loved member than to get a Kiwanis Cius to 
begin a “drive’’ or take up some philanthropic 
work of large size. 

Nothing is more difficult than to keep the club worked 
up to action heat on its project until it shall have been 
‘nut over big’ which is the right Kiwanis CLuB way of 
putting things over. 

The secret of success is the creation of lasting enthu- 
siasm for the project in every member. Lack of enthu- 
siasm means a lack of that intense interest which is 
necessary to put over a drive on a public which has been 
driven to profane disgust at all drives. 

For these reasons the action of some of the District 
Conventions this year is open to criticism, not of their 
good intentions but of the advisability of passing resolu- 
tions of indorsement of projects, good in themselves, 
but not necessarily projects which appeal to all local 
clubs. 

As our Districts.grow larger they show a tendency to 
grow away from the original conception, that the Kr- 
WANIs District is purely advisory and not administrative. 

They have also at times cut into the work the Inter- 
national organization is attempting to carry out and 
caused duplication of effort. Some Districts have passed 
resolutions endorsing projects which, if they were to be 
successful, must be participated in by all clubs. In 
some cases participation would be a major activity for 
the smaller clubs. The small club believes, if it is to 
have a major activity, it should be worked upon some- 
thing local, or upon an idea emanating from the local 
membership, and that no major activity should be foisted 
upon it by the District or International organization. 

The local club is right in this attitude. The Inter- 
national Committee on Public Affairs, in its wisdom, 
presented a program for work with the under-privileged 
child, which left participation to the volition of each 
local Kiwanis Cius and did not attempt to finance 
this work internationally or ask the contribution of 
local clubs in it.

One of the most important matters for 
a new club to consider is that of the 
proper functioning of the committees. 

It has been found that in a great many 
instances the committees are named and 
the chairmen are given instructions by 
the field representative who built the club 
and by the president of the club and that 
there is so much told them in a short 
space of time that they are not able to 
remember anywhere near all of it. 

To assist somewhat in the solution of 
problems which cenditicns of this kind 
eause, it has been deemed advisable to 
prepare at Headquarters a set of letters 
to go to each one of the committee chair- 
men outlining briefly the work that the 
committee is expected to do. With this 
letter there is sent a supply of material 
to assist the committee in doing its work 
properly. These same letters and the at- 
tendant materialare also available for the 
new Sommittees in the old clubs where so 
dasired. If, for any reason, the chairmen of 
the committees in your club have not re- 
ceived this material, and you will write 
the Service Department at Headquarters, 
it will promptly be sent.

Thousands of radio fans in the large 
cities, in the little villages and on the farms 
throughout the United States and Canada 
are listening in every night to the music 
and addresses which are being sent through 
the air and many of them have written 
to the Kiwanis Ciuss which have already 
broadcasted programs telling them of their 
enjoyment of the music and talks given. 

Most of the Kiwanis programs have 
been broadcasted from the stations of 
various newspapers who were glad to have 
the opportunity to give those who listen 
in on their particular stations worth-while 
concerts and addresses. 

Among the radio programs given by 
KIwaNIAns was the one at the time of the 
Carolinas District Convention when Ki- 
WANIS messages were broadcasted by 
prominent KrwaNians. 

When President Ross was in Atlanta last 
fall arrangements were made by The 
Atlanta Constitution for him to broad- 
cast a Krwanis message. Within a few 
days after the talk had been delivered, this 
paper received letters from ali parts of 
the country reporting that this address 
had been heard and enjoyed. 

At another time the Kiwanis C.ius 
of Atlanta, Georgia, broadcasted a pro- 
gram by radio which was heard by Ki- 
WANIANS in forty-four states and many 
points in Canada. The club at Daytona, 
Florida, held a ladies’ night on the evening 
when this program was given and heard 





two of the former members of the Daytona 
club over the radio. 

The splendid minstrel show given by the 
Kiwanians of St. Louis was heard by 
many all over the continent. This office 
received a letter from one of the Florida 
club secretaries saying that the songs were 
heard distinctly, although grand opera 
being broadcasted from Havana, Cuba, 
sometimes interrupted the minstrel songs. 

The charter presentation speech was 
delivered over the radio to the Excelsior 
Springs, Missouri, club by District Gov- 
ernor Chase. 

At the time of the Mid-Year Conference 
of Kiwanis officers, committee chairmen 
and district governors, which was held in 
Chicago, several addresses on Kiwanis 
were broadcasted by the powerful sending 
stations in this city. On January 26 
the Fort Worth Club broadcasted an 
address by its president and also a musical 
program which was ‘‘picked up” by many 
KIWANIANS. 

On February 8 the Montreal Kiwanis 
Cuivs broadcasted through the ‘‘La Presse”’ 
station, the minstrel portions of the 
Kiwanis Follies. 

A very high class musical entertainment 
was broadcasted on the evening of Wash- 
ington’s birthday by Atchison, Kansas,club. 

The above instances are typical samples 
of Krwanis publicity by radio. Many 
clubs might take advantage of the radio 
sending stations in their vicinities and 
not only gain splendid publicity for them- 
selves, but give many people all over the 
country the enjoyment of hearing worth- 
while programs.

A committee 
from this club investigated the case of a 
local boy who is helping with the support 
of his family and is thus being deprived 
of an education. It has been decided that 
the amount which the boy has been earn- 
ing will be given to the family by the K1- 
WANIS CLUB, so that the boy may continue 
with his schooling. 

LAWRENCE, KANSAS. A 100 per 
cent attendance is reported by this club 
for the meeting held on January 18. 
Two members who were out of town were 
excused as there was no club in the city 
where they were visiting. The second 
clinic for nervous cases was held under 
the auspices of this club in January. 
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MITCHELL, 8. D. The Mitchell club 
is taking part in the organization of a 
Boys’ and Girls’ Pig Club with a number 
of KIwWANIANS as sponsoring members.

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A ‘Controller’’ of Programs—the 
Program Budget for Kiwanis Clubs 


By Ellwood J. Turner, International Trustee 


Qi )W me the program for the meetings 
‘/ of a Krwants Ciup, and I will pretty 
accurately gauge its rating as a Club. 
Show me the programs of a Kiwanis 
(rus and I will guess the percentage of at- 
tendance Show me the programs of a 
Kiwanis Cius and I will tell you a lot 
about the make-up of its membership. 

By their programs ye shall know them. 

Yet as vital and important as are 
the programs for the weekly meetings, I be- 
that less fundamental thought has 
been given to this department than toany 
other of Krwanis. The general scheme of 
the luncheon, the order of business and a 
number of different things to be done dur- 
ing the course of the luncheon are pretty 
well defined and pretty generally adhered 
to 

But as I read the luncheon notices that 
come to my desk, or as I visit clubs from 
time to time, I am continually struck with 
the fact that the programs seem to have no 
definite relation to the work of the club nor 
to any continued policy which the club 
may be following. 

We are all advocates of a budget for the 
finances of the local club, the District and 
International. We have learned that the 
local club will get the most out of its money 


heve 


and will more easily live within its income, 
if it has prepared a careful budget and rig- 
idly adheres to it. 


OST of the Kiwanis Ciuss have 
+ from fifty to seventy-five hours a year 
to give to their Krwanis work. Into these 
hours must be crowded, in addition to the 
time taken in actual dining, a lot of sing- 
ing, fun and entertainment as well as the 
business of the clubs, and some instructive 
and constructive education on the aims 
and ideals of Kiwanis International. 
Certainly this time will best be conserved 
by an accurate budget of your programs. 

The matter has been treated by the writ- 
er before several District Conferences in a 
general way in speaking on the Committee 
in Kiwanis, and has likewise been editor- 
ally mentioned by Roe Fulkerson in the 
January number of the Magazine. But I 
believe that this is so important a matter 
and has such a far-reaching effect that it 
should be further elaborated. 

To set up such a budget a ‘Director’ 
or ‘‘Controller’’ of entertainment should be 
appointed. He should preferably be one 
of the members of your Board of Directors 
so that when the Board meets he may be 
in a position to advise as to the opportun- 





ities for presenting features before the club, 
as to meetings arranged, and likewise be 
able to reflect to the Entertainment Com- 
mittee the policies and opinions of the 
Board. This office should be separate and 
apart from the Entertainment Committee. 
The Director should not even be a member 
of that committee, if the committee exists 
for a year, or several committees in those 
clubs where more than one Entertainment 
Committee is used during any one year. 

It should be his duty immediately after 
his election to block out his calendar so that 
all those meetings, which are required by 
the international programs, are set aside. 
At the present time these are ‘‘Anniver- 
sary Week”’ and “Constitution Week.” 

He will have to take out his business 
meetings which most clubs find it profit- 
able to hold once each month. Then there 
are certain patriotic and other holiday 
meetings—generally the ones before Christ- 
mas and Thanksgiving, and in some sec- 
tions, the one before Memorial Day, which, 
because of their peculiar character, are 
often set aside by clubs for special cere- 
monies. 


H ’ SHOULD then take up the programs 
as laid down by the International 
committees, study their requirements, as 
well as the district organizations, and set 
aside the meetings which these programs 
will need. Your director will then have a 
pretty accurate idea as to the amount of 
time which will. have to be divided among 
inter-city meetings, entertainment and 
educational talks.

As to the latter a speaker should not be 
asked merely because he has an interesting 
topic but the topie should be tied in with 
the programs of the club. For instance a 
club may be carrying out a program for 
crippled children and may be carrying on 
a campaign to provide a ward in a hospital 
for the care of such children. Speakers 
who have had experience in this work and 
those who know the local problems will 
not only prove instructive and interesting, 
but will be of great assistance in arousing 
the enthusiasm and interest of the members 
of your club. 

I am confident that sucha budget will 
tend toward much better programs and 
will make the committees more careful in 
its selection of speakers and more careful of 
the time that is employed. 


HIS director should meet with the en- 
tertainment committee, or if there is 
more than one such committee during the 
year, with the committees, as their time 
comes to serve, and advise them of the 
character of the meetings to be held during 
the period that they will serve. I think his 
broad grasp of the entire situation and his 
previous study will enable him to advise 
with the committee, and be of great help 
to the members who are often at a loss to 
know just how to go about their work. 

And, last but not least, each member can 
be provided with a calendar whereon much 
of the Kiwanis work for the year can be 
forecast so that he may have a compre- 
hensive guide as to what his club is doing. 

Kiwanlis is @ business man’s organiza- 
tion. Every effort should be made to do 
things in an efficient manner with an eye 
to securing the best results with the great- 
est possible conservation of time and effort.

The 
“‘under-privileged child fund” is growing 
fast due to the fact that each member 
contributes fifteen cents to it every week. 


MARTIN’S FERRY, OHIO. The long 
list of this Krwanis Cuius’s activities ‘or 
1922 includes a brief report of work carried 
out for a new hotel, assistance in a clean- 
up campaign in which an ash and tin can 
dump was transformed into a _ tennis 
court, work for a Pure Milk and a Good 
Roads Campaign, and aid to the Salva- 
tion Army and various other charitable 
bodies. 

JACKSON, GA. A sale of pure-bred 
cattle was recently promoted by the 
Krwanians of Jackson. They are also 
cooperating with the county agent in the 
matter of farm products. 


GREENSBURG, PA. “Kiwanis 
Sparks,’’ the monthly publication of the 
Greensburg club, is a very attractive six- 
teen-page magazine. Copies are dis- 
tributed not only to the club members, 
but also to the reading rooms of the Y. 
M. C. A., the Elks, the Moose, the Eagles, 
to each Kiwanis Cuivus in Pennsylvania 
and in railway stations, barber shops and 
various other places. 

PEKIN, ILL. This club has taken up 
the matter of straightening the channel 
of the Illinois River. 

CORDELE, GA. The Cordele club 
took the initiative in inter-city visits in 
Georgia and presented a program in which 
Kiwanians from five cities, Tifton, Al- 
bany, Americus, Fitzgerald and Cordele 
took part.

A committee 
has recently been formed to take under its 
wings a number of boys after the fashion 
of the members of the Big Brother asso- 
ciation. 


BUFFALO, N. Y. For nearly a year 
the Kiwanrans of Buffalo have been pro- 
viding milk and crackers every morning 
to about two hundred under-nourished 
children in three of the schools in the 
poorer district of this city. This is done 
in addition to the regular program for 
the under-privileged child which this club 
has undertaken.

is responsible for its own attendance and 
the percentage may be shown. One sec- 
tion of this chart is shown on page 23. 
The committees endeavor throughout the 
entire year to see which one can make the 
best record both as to attendance and 
programs. This plan has worked out 
very successfully, the attendance for the 
past three years being: 1920, 77.10%; 
1921, 78.73%; and 1922, 81.60%. 

In the final analysis there is probably 
nothing so important to good attendance 
at the luncheons as the necessity of having 
good meals and interesting programs. 
Next to this comes the necessity for giving 
each member something definite to do and 
having him feel that he is an important 
and necessary part of the club.

“We Build’; what do we _ build?

In a certain German schoolhouse across 
the seas there hangs a motto well worth 
heeding; it goes like this: 

‘‘When wealth is lost—nothing is lost,

A man, even a live, energetic business 
man, may meet with reverses in business, 
he may lose his capital; but he has the 
assets of an undaunted recuperative 
energy; he can and does begin again, and 
makes a success out of apparent failure.

The Congressman decided to give 
the building job to the young woman’s 
fiancé, so he sent for him and saying 
nothing about his private plans, merely 
gave the order for the plans and specifica- 
tions of a house on a certain street to cost 
a certain sum.

himself. And is not that a picture of every 
man who is dishonest intellectually or 
morally? It’s best to radiate integrity 
in everyday life. 


[Ake the everyday virtue of telling the 

truth. A few years ago the American 
Bar Association through a committee made 
the terrible statement that perjury in 
lower and higher courts was on the in- 
crease. A man is sworn to tell the truth, 
the whole truth, and nothing but the truth 
—but in the majority of cases it means 
nothing tohim. Yet Shakespeare warns us 
that a traitor is one who swears and lies. 
Take the question of actual truthfulness in 
business. Somebody said when Roosevelt 
talked about his ‘“‘Ananias Club,” ‘‘the 
atmosphere of everyday life is foul with 
untruth.” Krwanians must stand as 
the foe forever of fakes, and shams, and 
humbug generally. It is a part of the 
Golden Rule to say ‘“‘Yea! Yea” or ‘Nay! 
Nay.” When we are taxed with the lie 
wrapped up in advertising what do we do 
about it? Don’t we excuse ourselves by 
saying it’s “hot air’’ or bluff? Kiwanrans 
of the right stripe don’t pretend to sell 
goods “‘below cost’’; they don’t ‘‘knock”’ 
their competitors; they don’t lie—even like 
a gentleman.

erally admitted that the Liberty calendar 
is absolutely the most scientific and 
convenient form of calendar which can 
possibly be evolved without changing 
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the number of days in a week. It i8 the 
only 100 per cent efficient calendar ever 
invented. 


The last calendar bill introduced in 
Congress simply provides that the Presi- 
dent be requested to call an International 
Convention at Washington, D. C., to con- 
sider calendar reform in all its aspects, 
such convention to be attended by dele- 
gates from all the leading nations. It is 
suggested by the Liberty Calendar Asso- 
ciation that all those who favor the holding 
of such a convention write their Congress- 
men to support this bill.

for the support of your daughter, $400 
additional. If you maintain a home you 
are the head of a family. 

Q. Iam a Canadian citizen residing in 
Montreal and as such my estate is subject 
to the inheritance law in the Province of 
Quebec. After a stay of twenty-five years 
in New York City I came to Montreal but 
retained my former banking and broker’s 
connection in your city. Viz: I have 
appointed a N. Y. Trust Co. executor of 
my estate under a will. I keep a check 
account with the same Trust Co. there. 
3. My stock certificates are in safe keep- 
ing with the same company. 4. My 
present holdings consist of American and 
Canadian railroads and some industrial 
stocks with the U. S. A. 5. Whenever 
the occasion arises, I trade with my N. Y. 
stock brokers and keep an account there. 
Am I subject on account of No. 1-5 to 
the Inheritance Law of the U. S. A.? 
(Signed) C. H. K. 

A. From the facts as you outline them, 
you would be subject to the Federal 
Estate Tax onall property located in the 
United States, as well as to the respective 
State Inheritance Taxes. In addition, 
you would be subject to tax in those 
states in which the companies’ whose 
securities you own were organized. 

Q. Last year I made a salary amount- 
ing to $2,800, and I am married. Does 
that exempt me of $2,000? I also have 
$800 in the Building and Loan Association. 
I understand that they are exempted up 
to $300 per year income. I will appreciate 
it very much if you will tell me about the 
Federal and State Income in connection 
with my earnings of salary of $2,800 for 
last year. (Signed) W. H. H. 

A. The size of your income makes it 
necessary for you to file a return. Under 
the Federal Law, you are entitled to an 
exemption of $2,500 as a married person. 
Under the state law, you are entitled to 
an exemption of $2,000. Exemption as 
to income from building and loans as 
permitted by the Federal Law is not 
similarly granted by the state. 

Q. Will you kindly advise me if I am 
entitled to deduct losses that I had by 
closing out some stocks I had held for 
some time previous to 1922? I also lost 
$325 by the S. S. Ruskay Co. going into 
bankruptey last February. (Signed) G. 
Ww. O. 

A. You are entitled to deduct losses 
on closing out of stocks. You are also 
permitted to deduct debts ascertained to 
be worthless in whole or in part. The 
status of the S. S. Ruskay Estate on 
December 31, 1922, would therefore, con- 
trol the amount of your deduction in that 
connection. 

(To the same effect, W. J. W.) 

Q. Can a man running a home having 
a housekeeper claim $2,000 exemption? 
(Signed) H. S. 

A. You are not entitled to exemption 
of $2,000 unless you are married or are 
the head of a household. Maintaining a 
home having a housekeeper, does not 
come within the definition of the head of 
a family on the bare facts submitted. 
Furthermore the exemption to a head of 
a family is $2,500 where his income is 
less than $5,000. 

Q. I owned several thousand shares 
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($10.00 par) of the Grand Rapids (Mich.) 
Brewing Co. common stock, acquired prior 
to 1913 by inheritance. This stock had 
been quoted in the unlisted market prior 
to 1913 in excess of par. An inheritance 
tax was paid on this stock in 1911 on the 
basis of par. After Michigan voted dry, 
in 1915, it was deemed advisable to liqui- 
date all assets and distribute among stock- 
holders. This was done. Personally, I 
have considered on income tax reports, 
that all liquidating dividends received 
were “return of capital’ and not income. 
On December 22, 1922, the final disburse- 
ment took place. On a capital stock of 
$1,000,000, $941,000 has been paid out to 
stockholders (no bonded indebtedness or 
preferred stock). This shows a loss of 
59 cents a share on par value of stock 
Have I the right to deduct this 59 cents 
per share loss on my return for 1922 or 
would I have the right to consider as a 
loss the difference between what I have 
received per share and the market value 
of the stock on March 1, 1913? (Signed) 
H. A. G. 

A. You are entitled to deduct the loss 
of 59 cents a share if the March 1, 1913, 
value was equal to or in excess of par. 
If the March 1, 1913, value was less than 
par your deductible loss is the difference 
between the March 1, 1913, value and the 
amount realized. 

Q. I have been carrying a margin 
account during the past year in which I 
have traded in various dividend paying 
stocks. I wish to inquire whether the 
dividends paid by these stocks and credited 
to my account by my broker should be 
reported in my income tax blank and 
whether these dividends are taxable. 
(Signed) S. B. 

A. The dividends you outline are tax- 
able to you but only for surtax purposes. 

Q. As a holder of railroad bonds con- 
taining the free tax clause I wish you would 
answer the question if it is true that a 
Committee of Banking Institutions on 
Taxation, said to be located at 16 Wall 
Street, is trying to have the tax ruling 
repealed that the corporations have to 
pay two per cent tax for the bondholders. 
Wouldn't this depreciate my bonds? 
(Signed) J. B. 


A. I know of no such movement on 
foot. The payment of the tax by the 
corporation is part of the agreement 


entered into by it with the bondholders. 
In any event a change could not be made 
retroactive so that your bonds should not 
be affected. 


Q. I bought 300 shares of Boone Oil 
Co. In 1920 and 1921 the company went 
into receivership and the stock is worth- 
less now. Am I entitled to deduct my 
loss from my tax return? Furthermore, 
am I entitled to deduct losses from profits 
in the sale of stocks? P. 8S. 


A. If the stock is worthless you are 
permitted to take the loss. You can also 
deduct losses from profits on the sale of 
stocks. 

Q. If a Life Insurance Policy matures 
to a beneficiary through death, and the 
proceeds are retained by the insurance 
company under their income privilege 
where they pay the interest earnings and 
retain the principal intact, under a trust 
fund arrangement, does the beneficiary

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have to pay income tax on the income so 
received? I understand that all insurance 
proceeds are exempt from taxes. Would 
this mean that income received in monthly 
installments, leaving the principal intact, 
would be exempt from income tax?

A. While the insurance proceeds them- 
selves are not taxable, the income there- 
from is subject to tax to the beneficiary, 
so that the earnings paid you by the 
insurance company under the trust ar- 
rangement would be taxable. 

Q. In 1919 I sold some stock that | 
had been holding at a low interest for 
many years. I invested this money im- 
mediately in another stock. A _ profit 
from this change of investment only 
increased my income $400 a year. | 
had to pay a tax of $500. I do not under- 
stand why I should have to pay $500, 
when my income increased only $400 a 
year. I would appreciate your informa- 
tion on this problem. (Signed) J. R. Y. 

A. You say that you had held the stock 
sold for a long time previous. If so, the 
taxable profit to you should be the differ- 
ence between March 1, 1913, value of the 
stock and the sales price. If you took 
advantage of this factor and still the tax 
came to $500, you have no basis for a 
refund on that score. From a practical 
standpoint, many business men would not 
hesitate to spend $500 in order to acquire 
in return an increased income of $400 so 
that I do not think the tax was an ex- 
cessive one from thee facts submitted. 

Q. 1. Is an Excess Profits Tax based 
on the principle of ability to pay? 2. Can 
the invested capital of - corporatiou be 
properly determined? 3. Do you think 
the provision of the late Excess Profits 
Tax which allowed twenty per cent of 
intangible assets to be credited as part of 
invested capital to be fair arrangement? 
4. What beneficial effects has this tax had 
on the accounting systems of corporations? 

Do you believe such a tax would be 
capable of cheap and efficient administra- 
tion? 6. What do you consider as being 
the chief faults of our present corpora- 
tion income tax? (Signed) I. A. M. 

A. 1. An excess profits tax is obviously 
based on the principle of the ability to 
pay. 2. Invested eapital of corporation 
can be determined once invested capital 
is defined. 3. I think that the provision 
of the income tax with respect to the in- 
clusion of intangible assets in invested 
eapital is a fair one. You probably know 
that this twenty per cent is applied only 
to intangible assets paid in for stock. 
Where assets were paid in for cash, the 
full amount of cash could have been in- 
cluded in invested capital. 4. Excess 
profits tax has had a most _ beneficial 
effect on accounting systems of corpora- 
tions, in that it made necessary the proper 
classification of accounts in order that 
the true paid in capital and accumulated 
surplus could be determined. 5. I do 
believe that excess profits tax could be 
cheaply and efficiently administered. Hav- 
ing had five years of experience with it, 
the Government departments are now 
effectively organized. The enief fault 
with the present corporation income tax 
is the fact that the rates are entirely out 
of gear with those imposed on individuals 
and membars of partnerships.
